Washiygton, May 2.—(Special.)—States- 
men who are dropping into Washington 
do not give good reports of the adminis- 
tration’s anti-silver crusade. 
Senator James K. Jones, 
arrived here yesterday fresh 
west and full of enthusiasm for the cause 
of the free coinage of silver, which he in 
part represents in the senate. He declares 
that the whole west is alive to the issues 
now before the country, and says that the 
leaders will not be able this time to mis- 
understand the meaning of the people after 
they have had a chance to listen to the 
expressions that will be heard in the 
next national convention of that party. 
“The thinking people of my state are in- 
earnest in this matter,” said

“And I take them to be fairly gocd sam- 
ples of the people throughout the country. 
They have seen the effects of the hard 
times growing out of the demonetization of 
silver and the appreciation of gold. They 
waited in vain for the return of prosperity 
that was promised us when the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act was repealed. 
The people of the great western section of 
this country believe now, as they have for 
years, that there will be no material re- 
turn of good times until the money which 
belongs to them is restored, and they will 
demand scmething more than empty sound- 
ing promises when the convention meets to 
select ofr next candidate. The day for 
straddling has passed. This was the senti- 
ment expressed by Secretary Morton, Nut 
he and I doubtless consider this straddling 
process from very different points of view. 
Goldbugs in the Minority. 
“Those who held to the doctrine of gold 
monometallism and foresee nothing but 
evil in rehabilitation of silver are in 
the great minority and will be outvoted 
in the national convention two to one. 
The convention to be held shortly in Illi- 
nois may be accepted as a warning of 
what is to come. I hardly believe that 
the people in that state need the educa- 
tion that will grow out of the convention, 
but it will serve the purpose of calling em- 
phatic attention throughout the country 
to the groove in Which the public mind is 
now running. There has been a good de:l 
of talk recently about an international 
monetary conference. Thtre seems to be 
little probability of such a conference be- 
ing held. The way fo force the other coun- 
tries to accépt the use of silver is for us 
to do it ourselves. A trial of the experi- 
ment will at once show how utterly im- 
possible it is for the other nations to 
withstand the action that we shall take. 
If we take the bull by the horns, the other 
nations will be forced to come to the same 
thing.’’

What Sound Money Is. 

Senator Jones paid his respects to the 
Bound money which has been discussed 
lately in some quarters of the administra- 
tion circle. “I am in favor of sound 
money just aS much as anybody can be,”’ 
said the senitor. “‘But views as to what 
is and what is not sound money may vary. 
I think it was Balfour who said in a 
speech some time since that money should 
be a steady and unfluctuating record of 
values for great lengths of time. A money 
which fluctuates upward is just as bad as 
that which moves in the other direction. 
That which increases in value robs the 
masses for the benefit of the many. If, how- 
ever, there is to be any robbery at all, it 
would look as if those who have amassed 
great fortunes can st¢nd it the better, anda 
feeling of humanity would suggest that 
it would be better to rob the fellow who 
can stand it. 

“Do not misunderstand me, though, for 
I am opposed to the robbery of any class 
of our people. At the same time, I am 
emphatically opposed to allowing those 
who have fixed incomes to rob the balance 
of the country by increasing the value of 
the money in which those incomes are to 
be paid. 

Can’t Fool the Country Again. 

Senator Jones said that he had no par- 
ticular choice for the presidency. You can 
depend upon one thing,” he added, “and 
that is, the man*to be named by the next 
democratic convention will be favorable 
to the coinage of silver. There will be no 
half-heartedness about him, and he will 
be a mah who will interpret the platform 
of the convention as the masses have in- 
terpreted it for many years past. That i9 
the kind of a man who will be nominated, 
and the people who read and think about 
these matters appreciate it now, just as 
much as if it were an accomplished fact. 
The next president of these United States, 
if he be a democrat, will be for the free 
coinage of silver, and the congress that 
will come into power with him will speedi- 
ly pass such a measure and it will be 
promptly put into force. Then will come 
the fulfillment of the long-standing prom- 
ise.”’ 

Both Representatives McMillan and Rich-

| SILVER CONVENTION AT MEMPHIS. 


The Bimetallists Propose To Over- 
shadow the Goldbug Pow-Wow. 
Memphis, Tenn., May 2,—The Central Bi- 
metallic League of Tennessee was perfect- 
ed this afternoon and a movement set on 
foot to call a free silver convention to 
meet in Memphis on June llth and 12th. An 
address has been prepared tat will be 
circulated throughout the southern, west- 
ern and Pacific coast states, from which 
it is desired that delegates shall come. 
-_In the preamble to the resolution fixing 
the date and call for the conference, the 

bimetallists say: 

‘The enemies of silver have made exten- 
sive arrangements for a convention to 
assemble in this city on the 23d instant, 
under the delusive and misleading pretense 
to protect and uphold what they are 
pleased to determine sound money. To 
meet and counteract as far as possible 
the effect of this movement, it has been 
determined in a public meeting of the 
advocates of silver at Memphis, to call a 
convention of representatives from all the 
states of the Mississippi valley, the west 
and the Pacific coast, to formulate and 
give direction to the overwhelming senti- 
ment which is now declaring for free sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1.’’ 

All senators and congressmen from these 
states will be invited, In addition to the 
calling of the convention the bimetallists 
today decided to have ex-Congressman 
Bryan, of Nebraska, to speak in Memphis 
on May 24th, the day following the sound 
money gonvention. He will speak at 
Jackson the preceding evening. The silver 
advocates hope that his speech here will 
have the effect of counteracting the influ- 
ence of the sound money convention lo- 
cally.

ANNOUNCED. 


BRITISH BUDGET 


Harcourt Makes i siorn the Receipts 
and Expenditures. 

London, May 2.—In the house of com- 
mons today Sir William Harcourt, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, was loudly cheered 
as he rose to announce the burget, and 
the cheering was repeated and prolonged 
as he concluded the announcement. The 
revenue for the past year, he said, was 
estimated at £94,159,000. Tne actual revenue 
had been  £94,684,000. The expenditures, 
which had been estimated at £93,881,000, 
had been £93,915,000. The surplus had been 
£776,000, against an estimated surplus of 
£291,000, 

Sir William Harcourt announced that the 
estimated expenditures for the coming year 
would be £95,981,000 and the. estimated 
revenue £95,662,000. The increase in the ex- 
penditures over last year was due to the 
additions to the navy. The deficit, £329,000, 
as shown by the budget, must be met by 
the imposition of a duty upon spirits, or 
upon beer. The strong objections raised by 
the Irish and Scotch manufacturers of 
spirits led him to propose the continuation 
of the duty of 6 pence a barrel upon beer, 
Which would yield a revenue of £500,000 and 
cover the estimated deficit. 

Sir William Harcourt, continuing, said 
that the imports and exports for the past 
year had Shown that though low prices 
ruled, much benefit had been derived by 
the werkingmen. Agricultural -listress hal 
been Keen ani laber troubles numerous, 
yet the general condition was Det es than 
during the previcus year. The mos. yzrutie- 
fying sign of the prosperity, he said, were 
the deposits in savings banks, which in 1899 
amcunted to a little over {£30,000,009. In 
1591 they were £31,000,000; in 1892, nearly 
£35,000,000; in 1893, £35,000,000, and in 1894, 
£45,.500,000, (Hear, hear.) 

During the past decade thé total increase 
in savings banks had been £66,000,000 and 
nothing, ne said, better proved the sound 
financial condition of the country. (Cheers.)

POSITION , OF THE PAPACY, 


Document Sala To. Hav: e Been Sent to 
the Cardinals. 

London, May 2.—The Standard has ob- 
tained some details of a document which 
the pope is said to have communicated to 
the cardinals and headg of orders. This 
document, The Standard is informed, has 
the form of a political testament. It re- 
calls the Condition of the papal see when 
Leo XIII was elected. The apathy of 
the powers showed, it says, the necessity 
of the papacy’s taking a position which 
would prevent its absorption by the new 
order of things instituted at Rome. There- 
fore, continuous efforts were made to as- 
sociate other governments with the pa- 
pacy in making such concessions as the 
times required. If appearances were not 
always favorable to this line of conduct, 
the document says, it has been gradually 
justified nevertheless by the facts, as any 
other line would have lowered the papacy, 
which then would have been subjected to 
some power instead of remaining in a su- 
perior position. 

The document continues, according to 
The Standard, substantially as follows: 

“Even if temporal power has not been 
attained, the papacy has arrived at a situ- 
ation enabling it, when the opportune mo- 
ment shall come, to dictate conditions, and 
the same calm, prudent line of action will 
conduce still further to that end if follow- 
ed unaltered.’’ 

The document warmly appeals to the

Democracy Is Not So Dear to Him 
as the Gold Standard. 


HE IS GOING WITH THE GOLD PARTY 


At the Same Time He Complains of Being

Detroit, Mich., May 2.,—The Detroit Cham- 
ber of Commerce was formally dedicated 
at noon today. To celebrate the dedication 
a banquet was given in the Hotel Cadillac 
dining room this evening. Many distin- 
guished guests from the state were present 
and occupied seats around the tables, Cov- 
ers were laid for 350.

The comptroller said in part: 

“The discussion of the currency question, 
Mr, Eckels said, has been precip'tated at 
a time when the country is emerging from 
a period of financial and commercial. de- 
pression, widespread and of long contin- 
ued duration. It finds every avenue of 
trade giving evidence of renewed activity; 
mill and factory again in operation and 
agriculture promising to those engaged in 
its pursuits abundant harvests and appre- 
ciating prices, It presses itself upon the 
laborer now no longer idle, but busy with 
the employment which has come with the 
settlement of questions which have long 
vexed the public mind, and after ample 
demonstration of the ability of the govern- 
ment ‘to maintain untainted the public 
faith and the nation’s credit. If under such 
circumstances. the cause of those who 
stand against the schemes proposed to rid 
by means of law a people from making 
proper payment of their just debts, and 
give them riches through legislative ac- 
tion cannot be sustained, the experience of 
all monetary history will be reversed. 

A Clevelandesque Expression. 

“If this contest shall end otherwise than 
in the triumph of that which is right in 
theory and sound in principle. it will be 
because the American people have lost 
much of that good sense and honesty which 
a great writer declared, though sometimes 
permitting an agitation for something 
wrong and mischievous, always, when the 
danger point is reached, brings forth a 
mass Of opinion, which, though ordinarily 
quiescent at such time, forces itself into 
activity, puts down the wrong thing and 
peremptoriiy demands the right thing in- 
stead. 

“I believe we have come to a point in 
this discussion of our monetary system 
and agitation for a complete change in 
standara of value when this mass of 
opinion should not only be aroused but 
Should make itself an active force in put- 
ting an end to the currency vagaries of 
which the free silver movement as today 
present is the culmination. 

Gold Is Stronger Than Party Ties. 

“If commercial and industrial revival is 
to continue; recurring loss to every citi- 
zen prevented; national and individual 
financial credit and integrity maintained 
and ultimate disaster averted, there must 
be no longer a spirit of hesttation in those 
who Know the baneful effects of the thing 
proposed. There can be no political ends to 
be served, no party considerations to be 
advanced, of sufficient import to warrant 
any man in long debating as to the posi- 
tion he sh@uld take when the financial 
honor of this country is at stake and the 
prosperity of a great people threatened. 
Here at least is no room for party and no 
place for the machinations of designing 
politicians or arrant demagogues. 

“The American people cannot too quickly 
recognize that they are in the midst of a 
propaganda, skiilfufy and zealously being 
carried on with the end in view of revolu- 
tionizing the country’s existing monetary 
system. Those who now diréct the free 
silver idea, map out the policy of its ad- 
vocates and control their action, have 
ceased playing with words and put from 
them the professions which heretofore 
have characterized their utterances when 
urging the cause for which they have 
stood. Their demand today, interpreted in 
the light of their acts, is that the United 
States shall at once abandon its present 
standard of value and substitute therefor, 
irrespective and without the co-operation 
of any other country, a single silver stand- 
ard.

Crying Because Kicked Out. 

‘“‘Nowhere is it suggested by the sponsors 
for this latest tenet in the silver creed, 
that this nation shall even undertake to 
maintain at home a double standard. No- 
where is their promise given of an attempt 
through international agreement to make 
every dollar of silver which Shall be 
coined, the equal in value of every dollar 
of gold which comes from the mint and 
fairly interchangeable therewith. They no 
longer give recognition to the fact, at- 
tested by every monetary union formed 
and conference held, that no nationa can 
isolate itself from those with which it has 
commercial dealings, and maintath, inde- 
pendent of them, a distinctive standard of 
value. It is not even designed that the 
dollar coined shall approach in intrinsic 
value, the value which it purports to car- 
ry, but instead a ratio shall exist between 
coins of the same denomination which {1s 
patently incorrect and untrue. The posi- 
tion which they now assume, of necessity 
eliminates from their ranks all who here- 
tofore have struggled to bring about a 
larger use of silver in the country’s cur- 
rency at an increased ratio, and drives into 
the camp of the opposition every honest 
champion of international  bimetallism. 
The plan laid is of their own making; the 

ue of their own choosing, and in the 
face of their acts the believer tn the single 
gold standard, © and the meneter: in 


a standard of bot gold and silver 
should give them neither aid nor succor. 
They challenge the oné and repudiate the 
other; and from both sf ould come a united 
opposition. 

“The contention whigh is now made by 
the single silver stan@ard adherents re- 
duced to its last analyBis is silver fiatism, 
pure and simple. It: aifers in degree only, 
and not in principle, fr the contention of 
twenty years ago of the advocates of the 
unlimited issue of irredeemable greenbacks 
and from that of the igsue of the fiat cur- 
rency of the period of the continental con- 
gress and the era of cdloniaiism. It finds 
counterpart [n the arguments of the French 
revolutionists who bankrupted the citizens 
of France with their millions of worthless 
assignats and mandats—it resembles the 
reasoning of King Alexfs, of Russia, when 
more than three centuries ago he impover- 
ished his subjects and fomented civil strife 
by undertaking to force upon them copper 
copecs of the same form and value as a 
substitute for silver ones. 

Eckels Calls Silverites Socialists. 

“It is the theory of the socialist and 
populist applied to Onetary science. It 
is based upon the belitf in what has been 
aptly termed ‘the all powerfulness’ of the 
State, and is in utter disregard of that 
great fact in financial history that mediums 
of exchange and standards of value did not 
find their origin in law, but were born of 
the needs of trade and commerce. They 
came into use through no legislative action 
save that which was wFfought in the great 
parliament of commerce, and from then 
until now the enacted laws of council and 
of congresses in violation of the principles 
underlying them have’ failed to control and 

regulate them. 

“The questions to which the friends of 
the maintenance of a medium of exchange 
of unquestioned and unquestionable value 
must address themselves, is not how to 
temporarily defeat the advocates of free 
coinage of silver as they now present it, 
but how to permanently insure the country 
against the danger which would flow from 
crystalizing into any monetary suggestion 
that which is based in whole or in part up- 
on the doctrine of fiatism. Such result cannot 
be attended by either scoffing at their lead- 
ers or underestimating the sources of 
strength of those who range themselves 
under their banners. Ags long as they have 
the enthusiasm which springs from the. be- 
lief in their lessening the woes of the debt- 
burdened classes to urge them to effort, 
and the encouragement of the timorous and 
compromising in the ranks of those who 
oppose them, they will continue an active 
force.in monetary agitation and an element 
in American politics that warrants recog- 
nition and sturdy opposition. 

“The forces of fiat silver currency, of 
ifredeémable paper and their populistic al- 
lies, can be permanentty eradicated as fac- 
tors worthy of consideration and sources 
of discontent and financia! loss in but one 
Way, and that lies through the gateway 
of sound monetary education. 

“To this work the individual's 
tion's good demands that in 
out there be such labor performed as 
at no distant day result in their 
beaten squarely upon the issues for which 
they stand and the country rid of the d.s- 
asters attendant upon their hope of ulti- 
mate success.”’ 

Depew Echoes Eckels. 

Discussion of the currency came in ap- 
propriately as a part of Mr. Depew’s dis- 
course upon his topic. He gaid: 

“There never should }@any doubt as to 
the currency of the people, Their currency 
should be such that the world would rec- 
ognize it upon a common standard. It 1s 
said that the debtor can pay his debts 
more easily in depreciated currency, There 
is an easier and quicker way, and that is 
not to pay them at all. The United States 
is a debtor, national, municipal, railway 
and individual, to the extent of about four- 
teen billions of dollars. We have developed 
our marvelous resources with this bor- 
rowed capital. Of this sum one-third is 
held abroad. <A well-defined policy to pay 
our debts at 75 cents or at 5) cents on the 
dollar would lead to two thousand or three 
thousand millions of dollars of securities 
coming home here for us to take, The pre- 
sentation of them in our markets would 
endanger the stability of every bank, de- 
range every exchange and paralyze every 
industry in the United States. The fiat 
of the government cannot make paper ol 
value nor silver of value, nor copper Ol 
value, nor gold of value, though it may 
compel any or all of them to be taken 
in payment of debts within the Hmits ot 
the United States. There can be but one 
standard of value and that is a metal which 
will bring the same price whether it is in 
the bar or has the stamp of the govern- 
mént upon it, If the promise of the gov- 
ernment to pay a dollar is to be redeemed 
at the treasury in a coin which is worth 
100 cents anywhere in the world, then the 
dollar which pays the laborer for his 
work and the farmer for his wheat and the 
merchant for his wares represents the full 
value of the labor and of the product for 
which it is paid. Anything less as mone} 
ruins our trade with foreign countries, robs 
the wage-earner and produces and makes 
us a nation of speculators, 

“But, gentlemen, I have no time to dis- 
cuss the question. I simply hint at it 48 
the one which, unless settled, will make 
impossible that prosperity for which we 
are all longing and praying

Washington, May 2.—The Nicaraguan in- 
cident, growing out of the British occupa- 
tion of Corinto, was practically and happi- 
ly settled today, seemingly, through the 
good offices of the Salvadorean ministers to 
Great Britain and France, who arrived in 
London from Paris this morning and had an 
interview with Lord Kimberly, the British 
foreign secretary. It is understood that 
Ambassador Bayard was present at the 
meeting, although the statement of Sir Ed- 
ward Grey in the house of commons today, 
that the United States had not suggested 
terms for an amicable settlement, would in- 
dicate that Mr. Bayard was only pres- 
ent as amicus curia.

the admiral would be instructed to with- 
draw not only the force of marines w hich, 
under the command of Captain Frenc h, now 
hold possession of the custom house and 
other government buildings at C orinto, but 
also to remove his warships from the hare- 
bor. 

The dispatch for Mr. Bayard was receiv- 
ed at the state department this afternoon 
by Assistant Secretary Uhl, the acting sec- 
retary of state, in the absence, through 
Sickness, of Secretary Gresham. The pres- 
ident in his country home at Woodley was 
promptly telephoned of the receipt of the 
intelligence that a settlement of the Nica- 
raguan difficulty was in prospect and im- 
mediately drove to the white house, where 
Mr. Uhl joined him witha copy of the Gis- 
patch. 

Secretary Whl declingl this evening to 
discuss the settlement. He would not say 
whether or not the result had been reach- 
ed through the good offices of the United 
States, nor would he give any information 
about the matter. 

That the government of Salvador had de- 
cided to tender its good offices in the con- 
troversy, through Mr. Medina, its minister 
to Great Britain and France, had been pre= 
viously and exclusively stated in these dis- 
patches, Instructions to this effect were 
sent Mr. Medina yesterday, and he must 
have hurried at once from Paris to London, 
as he arrived at the English capital this 
morning. That Salvador has guaranteed 
the payment ‘of the “smart money” de- 
manded by Great Britain, as seems to be 
indicated by Mr. Bayard’s dispatch, 1s a 
new and interesting phase of the situation. 

The great interest of people generaliy 
in the aspect of the United euengyy in the 
Nicaraguan trouble was shown oday by 
the complete exhaustion of the ptr let 
containing extracts from the mes: saze of 
President Monroe enunciating his ramous 
doctrine. The edition delivered at the de- 
partment of state yesterday by the govern- 
ment printing office was of 250 copies only, 
but by ncon nearly all of these had bee n giv- 
en to persons who applied personally ror 
them. A number of telegrams and letters 
were also received requesting the pamphlet, 
and in anticipation of a greater de mand, 
another and a larger edition has been or- 
dered. which will be delivered at the de- 
partment tomorrow. 

England Made Slight € oncessions, 

London, May 2.—The Central News says 
that Lord Kimberly, in response to in 
quiries at the foreign office this afternoon 
in regard to the status of the Nicaragua 
dispute, declines to discuss the purport of 
the communications received from WNicae- 
ragua or from other sources concerning 
the matter, but it is learned from a semi- 
Official source that the affair has been 
settled, England making some slight cone 
cessions.

GREAT BRITAIN’S AGGRESSIVENESS. 


Senator Morgan Says It Must Be Curb. 
ed, Even at the Bayonet’s Potnt. 
Washington, May 2.—Senator Morgan, of 
Alabama, in an interview on the Nicaraguan 
Situation characterized the insult to Con- 
sular Agent Hatch as “the flimsiest kind 
of a pretext’ on the part of Great Britain, 
and said if a private individual would sue 
for damages on such a case he would be 
laughed out of court. He had no ertfticism 
to pass on the administration, because, as 
he said, he presumed the administration 
had taken proper steps to prevent Great 
Britain from obtaining a foothold on Nica- 
raguan territory. ‘‘But if it has not,” he 
added, ‘‘the next congress will, even if 
Great Britain must be driven off the con- 

tinent at the point of the bayonet.” 
Senator Morgan added that he did not 
think the canal project would be endanger. 
ed by the present complications.’ He said: 
“This case has gone far beyond the Monroe 
doctrine; far beyond the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. It has a character that is distinctly 
its own and that rests upon higher grounds 
than any doctrine or any treaty ever made 
Or enunciated. The United States and the 
goverrments of Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
have entered into a solemn compact with 
each other looking to the construction of 
this great maritime highway; the company, 
composed mostly of citizens of the United 
States, is organized and starts the work. 
‘“‘Now comes Great Britain with the dom- 
ineering spirit of aggression that has mark- 
ed her course throughout the history of 
modern times, and upon the slimmest of 
pretexes, the most. absurd of excuses, 
makes a demand upon the government of 
Nicaragua that she does not expect to be 
complied with, and all in the hope that 
because of the default of the weaker goy- 
ernment she will be able to establish a 
sovereignty over the territory, and thus 


control the future development of the chknal |

ON THE WAY TO NICARAGUA, 
Tw Protect 


Goes There 
Americans. 
Washington, May 2.—The war sloop 
Alert left Panama this morning for San 
Juan del Sur, where she should arrive in 
about forty-eight hours, the distance being 
490 nautical miles, and the Alert, in her 
present condition, being capable of making 
ten Knots an hour. The Alert is under or- 
ders simply to protect American interests. 
She will find at the same port the British 
gunboat Wild Swan, ich preceded her 
several days. The two vessels were built 
in 1875 and are remarkably similar, the 
Wild Swan being of 1,130 tons and the 
Alert’s tonnage being 1,020 respectively. 
Their lengths arel170 feet and17i feet, but 
the British vessel has 810 horse power, 
while the American has but 365. The 
Alert’s battery is largely of obsolete pat- 
tern consisting of two nine-inch and one 
eleven-inch smooth bore guns, one sixty- 
pounder breecheloa‘ding rifle, one three- 
inch breech-loading . howitzer, twelve 
pourder smooth bore howitzer and one 
gatling. The Wild Swan’s offensive equip- 
ment is thoroughly modern, consisting of 
two six-inch and six five-inch and two 
three-pounder quick-fire rifles, two ma- 
chine guns and one light landing gun. 
This battery at each volley wou/d throw 
three times the weight of projectiles that 
could be fired by the Alert, the volieys 
would be three times as frequent and the 
effective range would be three times as 
great. It is possible that the Monterey 
may reach San Juan del Sur almost at the 
same time as the* Alert. She is within 100 
miles of the Nicaraguan coast on her way 
to Panama. The ‘Monterey is considered 
as powerful as the combined British fleet 
in Nicaraguan waters.

PLEASED WITH CHINA’S ACTION 
zrning the Treaty—The Report of 

Russia‘’s Interference. 

Washington, May 2.—Much gratification 
has been expressed at the state depart- 
ment over the reported . acquiescence 
by China in the treaty of peace with Japan. 
As ratifications of the treaty will have to 
be exchanged at Chefoo before May Sth, 
and as that point is at least four days’ 
journey trom Peking, it is regarded as 
strongly probable that the treated, signed 
by the Chinese emperor, is already on its 
way to the appointed place of ratification. 
The Japanese emperor ratified the instru- 
ment more than a week ago. 

Little importance is attached at the de- 
partment to newspaper reports of Russia's 
possible interference. It is predicted that 
Russia will not be heard from again in con- 
nection with the Japan attitude. So far as 
the United States is concerned the state- 
ment is rendered without reserve that no 
European alliance against Japan will cause 
this government to enter into agreement 
with England or any other power to offset it. 
A Satisfactory Arrangement Pessibie. 

Paris, May 2.—The Matin says the pro- 
testing powers—Russia, France and Ger.

Japan and that a satisfactory arrangement 
of the difficulty is possible, as the powers 
Wo not intend to impose conditions not be- 
fitting the rights of victory or which would 
diminish Tegitimate national pride.

BOTH SIDES HEARD. 


Argument Began Before the Tennessee 
Legislatare on the Contest, 


MAJOR STAHLMAN SPEAKS FOR EVANS 


He Says That the Seating of Turnéy 
Will Be a Mistake, 


COLONEL TURNER GETS AFTER HIM 


Charges the Major with Being the Lobby 
King ior Years-A Debate 
Full of Fire. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 2.—(Special.)—The 
discussion of the gubernatorial contest bee 
fore the joint convention today was lively 
and lengthy. The twelve hours gliowed 
counsel was consumed at tonight’s session 
and tomorrow the members of the general 
assembly will begin the discussiun among 
themselves. A vote will be reached Satur- 
day. 

Robert Pritchard, of Chattanooga, was 
the first speaker this morning and he en- 
deavored to show wherein the committee 
had been unfair and inconsistent both in 
its investigation -and rulings. Sam W. 
Hawkins followed, and going into the mat- 
ter in detail, showed where the committee 
had refused to summon witnesses desired 
by him. He claimed that the poll tax law 
Was as gererally violated in west Tennes- 
see as it was in East Tennessee. The 
committee had shown no reason for overe 
throwing the returns. 

Major E. B. Stahlman, commissioner of 
the Southern Railway and Steamship. As- 
sociation, followed. He said if Turney had 
received one more vote than Bvans there 
would have been no contest. He was 3,000 
miles away when his paper,*"The Banner, 
took its position opposing the contest. 
He was a democrat. 

Senator Newsom here asked Major Stahl. 
man if he had not contributed ta the ree 
publican campaign fund in 1888 and loaned 
Colonel Colyar money for the same pur- 
pose, which Colyar sti!l owed him. Major 
Siahiman did not to these queries, 
but said he was a large contributor to 
every democratic campaign fund. He said 
if all of Evans’s charges had been in- 
vestigated he would have been elected by 
8,000 majority.

Colonel Turner was very severe in hig 
denunciation of Major Stahlman, saying 
that his name was foremost in the lobby 
and no one had done more ‘to injure the 
fair name of Tennessee. For years he ant 
others, like buzzards round carrion, had 
stood around the legislatures of Kentucky 
and Tennessee to corrupt and demoralize.

BRISTOL PEOPLE STIRRED UP. 


A Bill Has Seon Intreduéed To Deed 
Awny Half a Street. 

Bristol, Tenn., May 2.—(Special.)—The cit- 
izens of Bristol and Sullivan county are 
raising a vigorous. protest over a seeming- 
ly harmless bill, which has been intro- 
duced in the Tennessee house by W .A., 
Robeson and into the senate by Senator 
Fitzgerald, This bill provided for the 
cession of one-half of Main street in Bris- 
tol, Tenn., to the state of Virginia. On 
the territory proposed to be ceded is one 
rail of an electric street railway and one- 
half of the ties for a distance of one mile 
and also lines of gas and water pipes, a 
portion of six tracks of the Southern rail- 
way and a portion of the Bristol and 
North Carolina railway. This act is an- 
other relic of the Turney administration, 
which paid out the sum of $8,499.51 in litl- 
gating with the state of Virginia over the 
line between the two states, of which this 
territory about to be ceded was the prin- 
cipa! contention, The litigation between 
the two states has been going on for six 
years and has ween- decided by the su- 
preme court of the United States in favor 
of Tennessee, At the outset of this liti- 
gation 600 men were under arms and a 
bloody and disgraceful riot was narrowly 
averted.

TOUGH ON DRINKERS 


All Drunks in New York Must Go to 
the Works. 


CANNOT GET OFF WITH A LIGHT FINE 


Eva Hamilton Again Comes Before the 
Public, aad Governor Leon Abbett’s 
Name Is Dragged In, 


New York, May 2.—(Special.)—Be care- 
ful, all ye visitors to Gotham who look 
upon the wine when it is red, and swal- 
low it to boot, Today a new “reform” 
law went into effect which will worry all 
euch, especially if they lift too many 
giasses to their lips and lose control of 
their legs and tongues. The drunks and 
disorderlies who will hereafter fall into 
the arms of the pantatas must be rail- 
roaded to the workhouse, no matter’ if 
they have a “roll” in their inside pocket 
or a friend on the outside ready to go 
bail. The cadis who dispense municipal 
medicine in the several precincts can no 
longer say to the shaky swell or the blear- 
eyed soak, “Three dollars or three days. 
Wext!” Under the new enactment he will 
simply send all the dizzy and disorderly 
Sinners to the “‘works,’’ because he can’t 
do otherwise. As a result of this new 
“reform” law, which was passed by the 
resent legishature, forty unfortunates, 
some being first offenders, were sent up 
from the Essex Marketi police court. The 
law, which some folks imagine will keep 
the bibulous from bumping against the 
upright, check the boisterously inclined 
and lift up the vagrants, takes away the 
power from the police justices to fine 
prisoners of the class referred to, and re. 
@u:res |that they be committed to the 
workhouse. Within three days the com- 
missioners of GMarities amd correction 
shall examine into the record of their 
convictions within the previous two years, 
and shall punish them accordingly. The 
extreme penalty is six months. All the 
police justices are outspoken in their dis- 
approval of the new experiment, and de- 
clare it won’t work. Justice Grady 
voiced the sentiments of his brethren this 
evening when he said to me: “The law 
is an outrage, as it also prevents a man 
Or woman arrested from giving bonds. It 
ought to be repealed. It is a bogus reform 
jmeasur4, Bnd entirely impracticable. It 
would require 10) additional workhouses 
for its enforcement.’’ But, it’s on the 
books, boys. So when you come over don’t 
linger too long beside the bottle nor let 
your angry passions rise to the pitch of 
disorderliness. If you do either gold nor 
Saitpeter will save you from an ordeal that 
Will be anything but pleasant. 

Ex-Governor Abbett Accused. 

Counselor Corbin entered upon a new 
line of inquiry before the Voorhees state- 
house investigating committee today and 
before the session ended had connected in 
an unpleasant way the name of the late 
Governor Leon Abbett with the pardon of 
va .L. Hamilton, who cl2zimeld to be 
the wife of Robert Ray Hamilton, of New 
York. , 

Every the sensa- 
tion caused bry the revelations 
which followed an assauit upon 
Nurse Donnelly by Eva Hamilton in Art 
dantic City. Her relations with Robert 
Ray Hamilton then became known. An- 
other sensation came when it was learned 
_that the woman had deceived Mr. Hamil- 
ton by making him believe he was the 
father of a child not her own, and public 
interest in the developments did not end 
until the startling news came that Robert 
Ray Hamilton had been drowned in Mon. 
tana; where he had gone after the story 
of his relations with the woman became 
public. 

Eva Hamilton was found guilty of the 
assault upon Nurse DonneMy and was 
pardonel from the New Jersey state pris- 
on on November 25, 1590, just three months 
before the expiration of the sentence of 
two years which had been imposed. It 
was the granting of this pardon which 
formed the basis ‘of the inquiry by Coun. 
selor Corbin today, and furnished a new 
sensation in connection with a most fa 
mous case. 

Abbett’s Name Mentioned. 

It was in the middle of the afternoon 
that Counselor Corbin announced that he 
- bed a delicate subject to consider. It 
touched, he said, on the executive de- 
partment and had to do with pardons and 
paroles. He called “Eddie’’ D. Fox, the 
pardon clerk, who explained how the pa. 
pefs in pardon cases are Kept. The papers 
in the case of the pardon of Eva L. 
Hamilton were exhibited as evidence. It 
was shown that many persons had signed 
the petition for pardon, which was filed by 
her counsel, Judge W. T. Hoffman. 

It was not until Headkeeper John Pat. 
terson, of the state prison, was called as a 
witness that the real purpose of Mr. Cor. 
bin became known. It soon became ap.-. 
parent that Mr. Corbin proposed to con. 
nect the mame of the late Governor Ab. 
bett unpleasantly with the warden. Mr. 
Patterson and Mr. Abbett were warm 
friends, and the witness gave his testimony 
reluctantly. Mr. Corbin declared that he 
had not volunteered to give the testimony, 
and that the first information came from 
other sources.

The Buchanan Case. 

M,. L. York, representing Warden Sage, 
of Sing Sing prison, went to Albany 
yesterday to ask the attorney general’s 
opinion as to the legality of the proposed 
execution of Dr. Buchanan at 1} o'clock 
tomorrow morning. Deputy Attorney Gen 
eral Hasbrouck, to whom the matter was 
referred, late yesterday afternoon  an- 
nounced that it would be wise to defer 
the execution until the appeal taken to 
the United States supreme court had been 
decifed. 

This decision, it is asserted, provides 
at least seven months more of life 
the convicted wife murderer. His at- 
torneys say that they are allowed six 
months in which to collect evidence to 
place before the supreme court, and that 
then, in case of a denial of the appeal.

Mr. Hasbrouck says, in his decision, 
that he does not consider that the respite 
granted by Governor Morton requires a 
resentence of the prisoner. Regarding the 
filing of the notice of appeal, on which 
he. bases his conclusion, the deputy at. 
torney genera] says: 

“There has never been any formal order 
or judgment on said application entered. 
but it seems to me that the indorsement 
on -the papers is the determination of the 
court. There only remains the ministeria. 
act of the entry to make it enforceable 
and the petitioner should not be prejudiced 
on that account. He has taken his appea 
directly to the supreme court, and claims 
to have the right so to do under the pro 
Visions of chapter 617 of the United States 
laws of 18%, otherwise known as the 
Kvarts act, which provides that appea!s 
may be taken directly from the distriet 
court to the supreme court of the United 
States. 

Not Yet Construed. 

“I am advised that this statute has not 
as yet been construed by the supreme 
court of the United States, nor the prac- 
tice under it enlightened by judicial in. 
terpretation; and, in view of such fact, I 
am unwilling to say that the appeal in 
this instance does not conform to the 
practice which obtains in the United States 
courts. 

“The statutes of the United States pro. 
Vide (sections 768, 766); ‘Section 763—From a 
final decision of any court, justice or 
judge inferior to the circuit court, upon an 
application for a writ, an appeal may be 
taken. (1) In the case of any person al- 
leged to be restrained of his liberty, in 
Violation of the constitution or any law 
or treaty of the United States,’ etc. 

‘Section 766—Pending the proceedings 
or appeal, and until final judgment there. 
in, proceedings against the person so im. 
prisoned or confined or restrained of his 
liberty in any state court, for any matter 
so heard or determined, or in process of 
being heard or determined, under such 
writ of habeas corpus, shall be deemed 
null and void, provided that no appeal 
shall be had or allowed after six months 
from the date of the judgment complained 
of.’ 

“Under the circumstances I am obliged 
to advise you that the safer course to pur- 
Sue will be to defer the execution of sen. 
tence against Dr. Buchanan until the 
appeal claimed to have been taken shall] 
have been dismissed or determined.”’ 

Will Displease the Governor. 

The governor’s friends say that Mr. 
Morton will be very much annoyed when 
fie Knows ‘that his action jin granting 
Buchanan a stay of a week has been mis. 
used. It is explained that the governor's 
View of the matter cannot be otherwise 
than that there has been a misuse of his 
clemency. He granted Buchanan a week 
at the request of his wife in order that 
he might prepare for death and not that 
his case might be taken to the United 
States supreme court so that there should 
be an interminable delay in carrying out 
the will of the law. 

The Murderer Collapses. 

Shortly after this news had been come 
municated to Dr. Buchanan, the latter’s 
wife arrived at the prison office, accom. 
panied by Lawyer Roche and Mrs. Cole- 
Inan, Who has been Mrs. Buchanan’s dee 
veted friend. As they entered the war. 
‘den’s office, that official, after greeting 
them pleasantly, asked Mrs. Buchanan if 
she had heard the latest news. She said 
she had not. He then told her her hus 
band had got a stay, and that he would 
not be executed tomorrow. She exclaimed: 
“My God,” and sank into a chair. 

After she had recovered herself, she 
was escorted by the warden to Dr. Buch- 
anan’s cell in the condemned chamber, 
and their meeting was the happiest since 
last Tuesday, when the news of the gov 
ernor was received. This was at 6 o'clock 
and Mrs. Buchanan staid with her hus- 
band until after 9 o’clock, when she and 
her friends and lawyers took carriages tc 
the railroad station and boarded the train 
for New York. Mrs. Buchanan looked 
worn out with Whe excitement through 
which she had gone. 

The warden had everything arranged fo1 
the execution. 

The Law in the Case. 

(Charles J. Peschall, the New Jersey 
jawyer who prolonged the life of the 
colored murderer, Hallinger, in Jersey 
City by a series of appeals, has become 
associated with Lawyers Gibbons, Spellis- 
sy, Kimball and Roche in the attempt tc 
Save Buchanan’s life. These 
legal lights have discovered aie section 
in the revised satutes of the United States 
which, they say, will, in connection with 
the appeal, prolong the doctor’s life 
Six months. The ,section referred to 
No. 766, and reads: 

“Pending the proceedings or appeal in 
the case mentioned in the three preced 
ing sections (application for a writ of 
habeas corpus), and until final judgment 
therein, and after final judgment of dis. 
charge, any proceeding against the per- 
son so imprisoned or confined or restrained 
of his liberty, in any state court, or by or 
under the ‘authority of /any state, for 
any matter so heard and determined, o1 
in process of being heard and determined 
under such writ of habeas corpus, shall 
be deemed null and void.’’

The zreat- 
est interest is taken in the case. ‘tne cuurt- 
room Was packed to its utmost capacity, 
Republican State Chairman Webster, Con- 
gressman Murray and ex-Conrgressman Mil- 
ler were present, An agreement was enter- 
ed into by which both the eases cre being 
heard together, The arguments will be par- 
ticularly elaborate, each attorney requiring 
several hours for the presentation of his 
views, Messrs. C. A. Douglass, Sampron 
Pope and J. F. J. Caldwell, for the com- 
plainants, the attorney general, W. A, Bar- 
ber, General Edward MeCrady und Ceorge 
S. Mower represent the state. 

The return of John Gary Evans to the 
complaint denied that he, as governor of 
the state, was amenable to the United 
States court in any way whatsoever; that 
he couM be required to answer only to 
the people of his state in the higher court 
of impeachment. The charges in the come 
plaint were characterized as “scandalous 
and impertinent.””

She dragged her sister from the 
room, and as she did so, Crompton tied 
two balls into his own ‘body. 

Before dying, Crompton said he was sor- 
ry for his action, but thought it best for 
both to die than to live in disgrace.

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EDUCATE THE NEGRO 


Is Mr. Wright’s Solution of the Great 
Problem. 

May 2.—-“The South—Its La- 
was the subject of an 
address last night of Carroll D. Wright, 
United States commissioner of labor. The 
address was delivered before the southern 
conference of Unitarian and other Chris- 
tian churches, which is holding its tenth 
annual session in Baltimore. 

After comparing ihe devastation, uncer- 
tainty and bankruptcy in the south thirty 
years ago with the splendid development 
realized within the past fifteen years, Mr. 
Wright said: 

“This development, vast in extent, brings 
the labor of the south into competition 
with that of the north and with that of 
Europe. The dusky laborer, who lived on 
cornbread and bacon, and did not strike, 
is now combined with other laborers who 
do rot live on cornbread and bacon and 
who do strike. There can te no forcible 
soluticn of the negro question in the labor 
problem of the south. No thought can be 
entertained of colonization at home or 
abroad ard he cannot be disenfranchised. 
But he can be educated. However, ordi- 
nary efforts of education are based on the 
error that the negro can be developed into 
a Caucasian, we can only make of him the 
best African possible. He needs to be 
taught how to do something. If he cannot 
be assimilated, the solution is to make him 
an industrious citizen. Labor in the south 
is as yet primitive, but must, within a 
short time, compete with the most skilled 
labor of other sections. Then the south will 
have its struggles between labor and capi- 
tal. The difficulties-will not be so severe 
as those in other parts of the world, as 
the gouth will profit by tbe experience of 
labor troubles of others. : 
._“Aristocracy of brains, which has grown 
up to replace aristocracy of blood, will 
pare the question when it arrives as to 

a change in the wage system. Where rep- 
resentatives of labor and capital are ready 
to unite on principles of the golden. rule, 
as has beensdone in many cases already, 
the labor problem will be more neariy 
solved, -

Company and Honduras National Lottery 
Company, all of New Orleans, were pre- 
vented by this law from continuing the 
business and both were indicted. In the 
case of Guardian, he was found guilty of 
one Offense and indicted over one hundred 
times at various places. He recently filed 
an affidavit to the effect that he was no 
longer in the lottery business, Several in- 
dictments have also been secured against 
Slocum, who will be brought to trial dur-

It wis contended at the time 
that the association was formed that the 
effort at co-operative levee labor would re- 
sult in failure, The association held a 
meeting today and it was found that they 
had a net profit of $2,000, after all liabilities 
have been cleared off.

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season, the results are very gratifying to 
the organizers of the Excelsior Association.

Tom Allen’s Sixty Days of Grace Are 
Almost Run, 


BUT HE IS FAR AWAY FROM MACON 


At Least the Police Have No Trace of 
Him-—The Sunday Schools Hold 
Their Celebration. 


Macon, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—On March 
4th last the supreme court of Georgia pass- 
ed an order that if Tom Alien had not 
delivered himself up to the officers of the 
law, or had not been captured in sixty 
days from that date, the motion for 
a new trial in his case would not be enter- 
tained, and the judgment of the superior 
court of Bibb county, which was death 
on the gallows, would have to be enforced 
even if Allen should give himself up, or 
be captured, after the expiration of the 
sixty days. 

The sixty days’ limit expires tomorrow. 

Will Allen give himself up to the officers 
of the law, or will he be captured by them 
before the last day of grace is over? 

There are some who think that Allen’s 
neck would be saved if he stood a second 
trial, though it is fiot believed that he 
would escape punishment entirely. 

In November, 1894, Tom Allen, a well- 
known citizen of Jones county. shot and 
killed Charley Carr in Cassidy’s bar, on 
the corner of Mulberry and Fourth streets. 
Carr had only recently come from South 
Carolina and bought an interest in the 
bar. Allen: had no provocation to kill 
Carr. Allen was tried in Bibb superior 
court, found guilty, and sentenced to 
death. 

On tHe night of February 22d, Allen, 
“Diamond Joe’’ Rosenbaum, Ed Johnson, 
R. H. Crooms and Ed Paul escaped from 

,the Bibb county jail. <All the men, except 
Allen and Johnson, have been captured, 
Johnson was sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for twenty years for the Killing of 
Curry, of Chauncey, 

Notwithstanding the fact that Allen was 
still at large his attorneys went to the 
supreme court, on March 4th last, to argue 
a motion for a new trial. The motion was 
not argued, but the supreme court passed 
the order mentioned above, giving Allen 
sixty days’ grace, If Allen is not within 
the custody of the law by 12 o’clock tomor- 
row night, and is caught after that time 
he will have lost any and all chance for a 
new trial, and will hang by the neck until 


dead. 

Where is Ajlen? 

This is an interesting question. No one 
seems to know whether or not he has fled 
the state. Some think he is in California, 
some say in Mexico and others place him 
in Texas. The outstanding rewards for 
his capture amount to about $T0u.

FORECLOSURE PROCEEDINGS STAYED 


Judge Speer Holds Up tbe Sale of the 
Central Railroad—The Receiv- 
ers Allowed To Borrow.

Savannah, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—Lewis 
Morrison closed the oldest theater in the 
United States tonight with his ‘'Faust.’’ 
The theater was filled from pit to dome to 
witness the lasi professional performance in 
the old building, whteh was erected in 1818 
and has seen America’s greatest actors 
and singers, After the ‘‘Brocken’’. scene, 
Mr. Morrison made a bright and interesting 
speech in honor of the occasion. 

Mr. A. R. Lawton, Jr., attorney for the 
receivers of the Central railroad, returned 
from New Orleans today with an order 
from Judge Pardee granting the receivers 
permission to borrow money in New York 
at thirty days’ call, with 6 per cent inter- 
est, to pay off the floating debt. Those 
lending the money are to be given the 
same collateral at present held by the 
floating devt holders. The floating debt 
amounts to about $5,000,000. This order will 
be contested by the Savannah and Western 
people. 

An order from Judge Speer staying the 
proceedings for foreclosure of the Central 
railroad properties under the $14,000,000 
mortgage Which was instifuted by the 
Central Trust Company was filed in the 
United States court here tuday. The order 
Was granted on the request of the South- 
western railroad, which now has an ap- 
peal pending in the United States supreme 
court, ana claims such proceeding would 
be prejudicial to its interests. The suit 
was fiied in furtherance of reorganization 
purposes uutil a foreciOsure decree is had. 
There will, no doubt, be a violent protest 
against this order by the interests which 
are trying to further reorganization, and 
a motion to set the order aside is expected. 
The order was taken without notice to the 
other side. No reorganization can take 
place under the tripartite foreclosure.

THE MELON PESTs., 


Some Suggestions as to the Manner 
of Killing Them. 

W ashington, May 1.—Special.)—The 
following letter has been sent to Mr. 
J. L,, Hand, ot Pelham, Ga., by the chief 
Of the division of entomology of the agri- 
cultural department relative to melon 
worms: 

“Mr. Coquillett has recently returned to 
Washington and reported upon his exami- 
nation of the melon fields in your vicinity. 
[The black bug, which you thought was 
damaging your plants, proves to be geo- 
trupes retusus, one of the dung beetles. 
It nad evidently been attracted to your 
plants by the fertilizer used, and was do- 
ing no damage. The injury to your mel- 
Ons. seems to have been due to a va- 
riety of causes. The principal insect dam- 
age, however, seems to have been by wire 
worms and cut worms. At the present 
time it is not likely that this damage will 
coutinue to any Serious extent. Any held 
broken up from s0d, or land upoh Willcnh 
Nas: been aliowed LO grow to any 
during the. past season, is liabie 
to contalh humbers ol wire worms atid 
cut worms. fi preparing your land for 
melons in the tall, you wiil tind it of great 
aavantage LO PiuoW in the tail (early rather 
than late), anu icave the land bare during 
the winter. ‘then, In the eariy spring, as 
Soon as the grass beging to come up in 
aagjoining fielus, sSprinanie here and tnere 
thirougnveut the fieid which is to be plant- 
ed to melons, bunches of grass or any 
other green vegeiation whicg you have 
previously poisoned by sprinkiing it with 
paris green in solution, Such oc the cut 
worins a3 May be present w.il feed upon 
this vegetation, and will be killed. it 
will also have the effect of destroying 
many orf the wire worms. As shown by 
recent experiments in New 
heavy toparessing of Kainit in

CORRECTING FALLACIES, 


Bishop O'Sullivan Tells “What Cath- 
Olics Do Not Believe.” 
Eufaula, Ala,, May 2,—(Speeial.)—The lec- 
ture by Rt. Rev. Bishop O’Swllivan, of 
Mobile, at the opera house here, is ol 
especial interest at this time, owing to the 
assults on his church in this section of 
Alabama recently by ex-Priest Slatterly. 
The bishop took as his subject “What 
Catholics Do Not Believe,’ He explained 
the fallacy of the popular belief that the 
Catholic church countenanced the for- 
g-veness of sins for a money consideration. 
He explained that no priest could or pre- 
tended to be able to forgive sins per se, 
but, as the servant of the Almighty Fa- 
ther, understood to teach the sinner how to 
repent. He explained that there must be 
a contrition for past sins and a determina- 
tion to reform, and without these no 

pr.est nor pope could give absolution. 

As to purgatory he said his church pray- 
ed for the dead. They prayed to the Lord 
to forgive them. But that was all. ‘The 
church could not pray them out of purga- 
tory except that their prayers should move 
an all merciful God to save them from the 
condemnation of their s’ns. In this. the 
church, beyond the prayers they offered, 
was powerless, 

He alluded to the freedom exercised by 
Catholics, He said a proper fallacy was 
that every Catholic had his orders about 
temperance matters - from Rome, Which 
Was not at all true, The popé was oniy 
the head in spiritual matters. It was not 
his business to direet in temporal affairs, 
business or politics, and he did not do that 
under any circumstances. He recognized 
the pope as infallible and as ruler’ in 
spiritual matters alone and no Catholic 
gets his orders from Rome on any tem- 
poral affair. The bishop dwelt upon this 
idea at length and exploded the opinion 
Which is held by some uninformed people.

While some of the members of Mr. 
Cleveland's cabinet are trying their best 
to dodge the financial question, the real 
supporters of the administration in the 
east—the organized money power and its 
cohorts, the members of the Reform 
Club, and all the agencies that speak for 
the money power—are making -2 
straightout and cleancut fight for the 
single gold standard. 

Mr. Cleveland himself is not dodging. 
His letter to the Chicago gold men says 
the issue has been narrowed down, and 
although he talks in a vague and hazy 
way about “sound” money and a “safe” 
currency, he leaves no room for doubt 
that he regards gold as the only “sound” 
money. 

Nevertheless the effort of some of the 
leading goldbugs to dodge and hedge 
in the vain hope of deceiving the voters 
of the country, has caused some of the 
more impatient and independent minded 
goldbugs to betray considerable irrita- 
tion. These men feel that since the 
pronunciamento of the William Street 
Reform Club, followed by the declara- 
tion of J. Sterling Morton, there is no 
further reason for carrying on a cam- 
paign under cover. They feel that the 
time has come to make an open fight. 
Hence, Mr. Thomas Hitchcock, a retired 
banker, who has charge of the financial 
views of The New York Sun, voices the 
opinien of a majority of the goldbugs 
of his section when he makes ‘this 
declaration in his regular Matthew Mar- 
shall Monday article in The Sun: - 

That the issue is one between the gold 
standard on the one hand and the silver 
stanjard on the other is, to my mind, so 
obvious that I wonder how any one can 
fail to perceive it. Yet President Cleveland 
and nearly all the politicians who, like 
him, declare themselves hostile to free 
silver coinage, decline to say that they 
desire the maintenance of the single gold 
standard. They take refuge in such 
phrases as ‘‘sound money,’ “‘safe money,” 
“the parity of the two metals,’ “*bimetal- 
lism by international agreement,”’ and the 
like, all of which are unmeaning if they 
embrace the idea of making silver a stand- 
ard of value on any terms whatever. It is 
scientifically and practically impossible to 
have two standards at the same time. If 
Silver is rejected gold must be retained, 
and if silver is adopted gold must be 
abandoned. So long, however, as the presi- 
dent and his allies will oppose free silver 
on any grounds they may be accepted as 


allies by the supporters of gold, and nobody 
need quarrel with them over the phrases 


they choose to employ. 
It will be observed that at the close 


of his statements The Sun’s financial 
editor consoles himself with the fact 
that so long as Mr. Cleveland and those 
who act with him oppose the free coin- 
age of silver, they are to that extent 
engaging in a eampaign in behalf of the 
single gold standard. 

And this is true. Those who are op- 
posed to the restoration of silver to the 
place it occupied in our money system 
for more than eighty years are in reality 
advocating the single gold standard. 
The most unobserving person can see 
this. There is no longer any talk about 
4nternationay bimetailism. The oppo- 
ents of free coinage admit that all talk 
of an international agreement is a delu- 
sion. Secretary Smith expresses doubts 


whether England and the continental 


nations would follow the United States 
in restoring silver, and he assumes that 
if this gevernment acts independently 
the country will be flooded with cheap 
silver. 

Thus on a doubt and an assumption 
Secretary Smith and those who are

ple; that we demand of the administration 
at Washington that they insist upon the 
immediate hauling down of the British flag 
and the withdrawal of their troops from 
the republic of Nicaragua, and that said 
demand be enforced, if necessary, by 
American guns from an American ficet.

character. 

A recent magazine article by the 
marquis makes interesting reading. He 
Says that in France when a question is 
asked about the standing of a man the 
reply is that he is an honest or a dis- 
honest man, brilliant or stupid, capable 
or incapable, as the case may be, but in 
America Ti is different. Ask a New 
Yorker about one of his townsmen and 
he will reply that the man is worth 
$5,000,000 or some other large sum, and 
if he says that the person under discus- 
sion is worth nothing, it is then under- 
stood that he has no money. Everybody 
in Ameriea, says this observant Freneh- 
man, is judged by his money value, and 
the only thing lacking is a bulletin board 
announcing the financial status of weli- 
known citizens. 3 

We do not feel disposed to denounce 
the marquis for misrepresenting us. He 
doubtless saw a certain phase of social 
life which led him to believe that the 
Americans are just what he describes 
them, but is he absolutely certain that 
other civilized people, the world over, 
are not greatly influenced in their judg- 
ment of men by the same _ standard 
which he declares controls us in our 
estimate of our fellows? 

The truth is, money is such an im- 
portant factor in human affairs that the 
possession or the want of it has a great 
deal to do with a man’s standing in any 
community, and this is the casein 
France, as well as in the United States. 
But it is all wrong to exaggerate the 
situation, as our visitor has done. Every- 
body knows that money is not the. sole 
test of a man’s worth in this country. 
We keep governors, senators and con- 
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gressmen in office sometimes for life, 


standing the fact that their places are 
wanted by rich men. Some of the most 
popular men in society and in business 
are without money, but their integrity, 
ability and other qualities give them 
standing. Upon the whole, we do not 
believe that Americans worship money 
more than other people. 

Perhaps the Marquis de Castellane 
took a more lively interest in the Gould 
millions than in anything else pertain- 
ing to the family, when he heard of his 
son’s engagement to Miss Gould. We 
do not accuse him of being a money 
lover, but according to common report 
he was very much interested in the 
financial status of his son’s bride. We 
have no comment to make about the 
mutter, but it will probably strike most 
people that the man who is eager to 
bring an heiress to millions into his 
family should go slow in his criticisms 
of his money-loving neighbors. 


The New Tory Scheme. 

The New York Press, Cincinnati Tri- 
bune aud several other newspapers have 
advices from Washington to the effect 
that the Monroe doctrine has gone to 
the dogs. 

It is said that Mr. Cleveland and his 
secretary of state are not wobbling in 
their Spanish-American policy and are 
by no Ineans doubtful concerning their 
future steps. Moreover, it is stated 
that the policy of the administration is 
Clearly defined and broad in its scope, 
and involves not only the abandonment 
of the Monroe doctrine, but the encour- 
agement of British colonization in Cen- 
tral and South America. A gentleman 
who stands very close to the administra- 
tion, and who is believed to voice Mr. 
Cleveland’s sentiments, is reported as 
suying that the president regards the 
Monroe doctrine as a relie of the past, 
and not needed since the dissolution of 
the holy alliance, that combination of 
Catholic powers which was once sup- 
posed to have designs upon this hemi- 
sphere. This authority goes on to say: 

lor years the South and Central Ameri- 
can republics have brought to the United 
States nothing but vexation, annoyance 
and-loss of capital. They are inhabited by 
a race utterly alien to the Anglo-Saxon 
stock and utterly incapable of appreciating 
Anzlo-Saxon ideas. 

So long as the Spanish-Americans con- 
tinue to control such countries as Nica- 
ragua, the Argentine republic and Peru 
there will be insurrections, bloodshed and 
interminable diplomatic complications, It 
is better to have done with them all. 

It would be a blessing not only to the 
United States, but to the entire American 
continent, if the country south of the Rio 
Grande were to be dotted with the British 
colonies. Of course, sentimentally we 
might prefer that these colonies should be 
under the flag of the United States, but 
we have enough of our own country to de- 
velop, and it is hardly likely that we shall 
branch out to the south. 

lor the present, at any rate, it is better 
that the men of Anglo-Saxon stock, al- 
though of English sympathies, should be in 
control, and that the development of South 
and Central American commerce should be 
in their hands. We should be better off 
with Canada to the south of us than with 
Nicaragua. 

These statements are apparently in- 
credible, but a number of newspapers 
insist that they accurately describe the 
line of policy marked out by the admin- 
istration. Several recent incidents, give 
color to the story, but it so unmistakably 
parallels the known wishes of the tories 
that we are unwilling to aceept it. Con- 
firmation will be required and a good 
deal of it before the people will believe 
that an American president has deliber- 
ately gone to work to aid Great Britain 
in securing the absolute financial, com- 
mercial and political control of enough 
of this hemisphere to enable her to dic- 
tate terms to the United States and for- 
ever munipulate our interests to ber 
own profit and our detriment, 

No American president has ever yet 
repudiated the Monroe doctrine, and it 
will take strong proof to convince us 
that Mr. Cleveland is about to take that 
fatal step and burn the bridge behind 
him. But it matters not what the ad- 
ministration may do. The people will 
stand by the Monroe doctrine, and soon- 
er or later they will enforce it, if it has 
to be done with all the cannon of the 
republic.

In Newark, N. J., articles of incorpora- 
tion have been filed with the county clerk 
by the Universal Industrial Company, whose 
object it will be to put perpetual motion 
into practical operation. Of the capital 
stock of $15,000, $1,500 has been paid in. 
There isaclauseinthe articles which per- 
mits the company to increase the capital 
stock to $1,000,000. The perpetual motion 
machine was invented by Michael Patrano, 
an Italian mechanic of Newark. The in- 
ventor says that his machine will run a 
year on the gravitation principle. It is a 
great pity that a thing like that is to be 
added to the useless unrestfulness of the 
world. The ocean, with its ceaseless mo- 
tion, is working, and keeping itself sweet, 
and giving life to its countless inhabitants; 
but a machine that is to do nothing but go 
forever, and only for the sake of going, 
should be made to take a rest.

“That sale of Georgia bonds means more * 
to the state than might seem at first,” 
said State Senator Mercer, who was at the 
Kimball last night. “If I mistake not, it 
means a saving of over $i0,000to the state 
right at the start, for those indorsed North- 
eastern bonds are not due until some time 
next year, and by taking them up now, 
as the governor and treasurer can with 
the proceeds of this sale, that amount of 
money will be saved at once. It is just 
like picking up that much cash. Then it 
cuts the annual interest right in two and 
brings it down to a point where it is possi- 
ble to be met by the earnings of the road.”’ 

The facts concerning the default on the 
bonds which bore the state’s indorsement 
and the subsequent proceedings by which 
the state had to assume control of the 
property are familiar. When Governor 
Atkinson began to look into the affairs of 
the Northeastern after he had begun the 
administration of the affairs of state, he 
Saw that the road could not be expected 
to pay 7 per cent on the $290,000 that the 
State had invested—for that is what it 
amounted to—so he sent a special message 
to the legislature urging the necessity of 
taking action in the matter. It was Sen- 
ator Lewis, chairman of the senate finance 
committee, who introduced the bill provid- 
ing for the sale of the road and the issu- 
ance of bonds with which to take up the 
indorsed Northeastern’s, should the state 
have to bid in the road. 

The sale of the bonds at a premium is 
regarded in financial circles as an ex- 
cellent one. That such short-time bonds 
bearing so low interest should bring more 
than par is causing much comment. 

Georgia’s All Right. 

Lieutenant Charles B. Satterlee’s office 
at the capitol had the appearance of a 
military levee yesterday. Forvall day long 
the local military men kept dropping in to 
express to the man who has been such an 
important factor in Georgia military af- 
fairs their sincere regrets that the orders 
had came for him to rejoin his battery— 
orders that meant the severance of rela- 
tions that had been both pleasant and 
profitable to the Georgians. In addition 
to the callers theré came to the lieutenant 
a number of letters and telegrams bearing 
Similar messages. 

In this connection, two rather interesting 
coincidences are noted. 

On the day that the order came Lieu- 
tenant Satterlee received from the public 
printer the first copy of a little book upon 
which he has spent much care—a compila- 
tion of the rules and regulations governing 
the military forces of Georgia. He has 
condensed and simplified the orders that 
have been issued from time to time, giving 
the whole thing in a nutshell, as it were. 
This was a sort of climax to the work he 
has been doing since he was first ordered 
to report to the governor of Georgia, and 
coming as it cid simultaneously with the 
order that meant the conclusion of his 
labors in this field, the coincidence is 
plain, 

While Lieutenant Satterlee was in the 
governor's office on Wednesday talking of 
the order which had just been received, an 
express messenger tapped on his door and 
asked for the lieutenant’s signature for a 
packaze. The package was from Darien 
and had been forwarded by Secretary 
Clifton, of the senate, who is at his home 
there. The package contained a handsome- 
ly engrossed copy of a resolution adopted 
by the last legislature. It had been sent 
to Secretary Clifton for his signature after 
having received the official signatures of 
the other officers of the senate and the 
house. That resolution reads: 

Thanks to Lieutenant Satterlee. 

“Whereas, The existence and mainten- 
ance of a well-organized and disciplined 
militia is of great vaiue ta this state; and 

Vhereas, Within the past three’ years 
wonderful progress has been made by tae 
militia of the state and great proficiency 
Shown; and 

“Whereas, This proficiency and_wonder- 
ful progress has been largely @ife to the 
untiring efforts of First Licutenant Charles 
3. Satter e, Third artillery, U. S. A., — 
has been on duty in the state for the past 
three years; therefore, be it 

“Resolved by the senate, the house con- 
curring, That the thanks of the people of 
Georgia he returned to Lieutenant Charles 
8. Satterlee for his efficient and successful 
work in behalf of the volunteer troops of 
this state, and that the guvernor be 
quested to convey to Lieutenant Satterlee 
the thanks of the pe ople of Georgia for 
his valuable services.

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It begins to seem like old times were 
coming again in the real estate circles of 
Atlanta. 

Within the mast two days there have 
been two grea./auction sales of real es- 
tate and at both sales bidders were plenti- 
ful and bids were high. 

Yesterday brought a sale which is con- 
sidered by all to be the starter of a great 
awakening in real estate circles of the 
town and it is confidently expected that 
the next few months will bring great re- 
Sults in this perticular line of business. 

Land sold yesterday for $1,300 per front 
foot, and close beside the same land a lot 
was sold not very lofig ago for only $700 
per front foot. This shows a marked and 
wonderful increase in values. 

The lot that brought such good figures 
was what is known as the Powers prop- 
erty and is on the corner of Walton and 
Peachtree streets, just one block from the 
intersection of Marietta and Peachtree. 

The sale was conducted by Samuel W. 
Goode & Co., and the object in selling the 
land was to divide up the property between 
Mr. Henry Powers and his sisters who fall 
heir to it. 

There is a two-story building on the lot 
and it runs twenty-two front feet on 
Peachtree and back one hundred on Wal- 
ton. 

There was a large crowd of wealthy peo- 
ple on the spot at 12 o’clock, the time set 
for the sale to take place, and it was 
cleir that there was to be no lack of in- 
terest in the doings of the dav. 

Mr. Samuel W. Goode made quite a clever 
little speech setting forth the ~tonditions 
and surroundings.

It 
went with a leap to the thousand-dollar 
mark and then all dropped out but Mr. 
James Lynch and Mr. Walker Inman. 

The property was finally knocked cown 
to Mr. Inman on the bid of $1,300 per front 
foot. 

It was considered a brilliant and 
was looked upon as one of the signs of the 
times that mean business. 

Sale on Pryor Street. 

There was an important sale of land on 
Pryor street conducted Mr. Hendrix. 

The land was the property of the Equit- 
able Land Company, of this city, and was 
remnant of a large lot of thirty acres 
was held by the Equitable Land 
Company for quite a long while. The 
other part of the land was sold a few 
weeks ago, but did mot even so late as that 
bring nearly so good prices as did the lots 
soid day before yesterday. 

The remnant of land sold day before yes- 
terday ran from Pryor street to the East 
Virginia and Georgia railroad 
shops and was considerably distant from 
the center of the city. 

The lots sold brought $25,500, which, 
cording to the proportionate amount, was 
an advance of about 16 per cent on the 
former sale of more desirable land in the 
original lot two or three weeks ago.

All of the real estate agents of Atlanta 
are talking about the *promise of better 
times in the local real estate world.

A. J. West & Son, was seen yesterday and 
asked for an expression of opinion of the 
situation in these matters, he said: 

“T don’t know when I have been so lifted 
up in my spirits over the prospects of good 
times in the real estate world as I am to- 
day. The sale which has just taken place 
hes recalled to my mind the times we had 
several years ago. 

“There has really been no such times for 
several years, and while Atlanta dirt has 
easily held its own, there have been no 
particularly brilliant sales. But they are 
coming again. This sale of the Powers 
property is a harbinger of many more such 
sales. 

“Tt reminds me of the time that the 
Seltzer estate was sold. It was Broad 
street property and was bought by Captain 
English and Mr. W. D. Grant.

I saw the little Episcopal 
chapel in which Washington worshiped in 
the early part of his occupancy of Boston, 
and later on converted it into a hospital.

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City Hands at Work on Sewers Meet an 
Awful and Sudden Fate, 


CRUSHED UNDER A MOUND OF EARTH 


One Man Was Half Covered and 
Was Aliterward Rescued. 


THE NARROW ESCAPE OF FIFTEEN MORE 


The Accident Caused by the Falling in of 
a Stratum of SoftgRock—Mayor King 
Was on the Scene.

Two city hands met an awful fate yester- 
day afternoon shortly after 2 o'clock on 
Piedmont avente. 

Digging away in a sewer ditch eight feet 
deep the bank suddenly caved in without 
any warning, burying them beneath, and 


killing both instantly. 
The falling dirt caught another man 


working just behind the fated pair, crush- 
ing the lower part of his body. It was 
thought that he, too, had been killed, but 
by almost superhuman efforts and quick 
work under the direction of Mayor King, 
the men who has escaped plied their picks, 
and in a short while pulled him out. 

The mound of dirt and rocks under which 
the dead men were buried was deep, and it

was two hours before their mangled bodies 
were exposed and dragged out to the top. 
Their ghastly remains were stretched out 
side by side and a curious, excited crowd 
Struggled to see them. 

The accident was caused by a fault in 
a Strata of soft black rock into which the 
men had just started to dig. The whole 
force of hands had a miraculous escape, as 
the crack extended seventy-five feet down 
the excavation. Had it fallen, fifteen more 
would have perished instantly. 

For ten days the city force has been at 
work removing a private sewer and putting 
in a new one on Piedmont avenue between 
Merritts and Linden avenues. The pipe 
taken out was about six feet beneath the 
surface, and to place in the larger ones it 
was necessary to go two feet deeper. Until 
yesterday the soil in which the men’ were 
working was very soft and considered much 
more dangerous than the hard gray earth, 
which was struck yesterday morning. The 
work was under the immediate direction of 
Foreman John Langley, who has been in 
the employ of the city for many years. 
The grading was laid off by Engineer Wil- 
son, who was at the place just before the 
accident yesterday. 

No one thought that the ditch was un- 
safe. Parallel with the ditch and about 
two feet from the edge runs the street car 
track, and it was first supposed that the 
earth fell in from the jarring of the cars, 
but this was proved to be untrue from the 
fact that the caving occurred on the sida 
opposite the track. 

When the Accident Occurred. 

The dinner hour had passed, and the men 
were hard at work. Some of them were 
singing, little dreaming of the sad fate in 
store. The picks were falling in unison. 

Gus Kilpatrick was leading the gang. He 
had been working as a city hand for near- 
ly four years, and was considered cne of 
the best and most industrious workmen. 
It was probably his-pick that touched the 
split in the strata that caused it to slip 
over. 

Behind him was PYer Lawson, who lived 
scarcely a block away from the scene of 
his death. Lawson had been working for 
the city only one day. Wednesday morn- 
ing he applied to the foreman for work, and 
his powerful physique showed that he could 
do good work, and he was stationed in the 
front. The feet in 
front. Ten feet in the rear of Lawson was 
Benton Dallas, who for twelve years has 
been working on the city’s streets, and was 
considered by his employers a valued hand. 
There was quite a distance between these 
men and the next squad, 

Suddenly there came a dull, thunderous 
sound. All of the men looked up. A cloud 
of dust puffed up. That was all. But it 
had an awful meaning. For a moment the 
men stood horrified and almost paralyzed 
with fright. They saw that the right wall 
of the ditch had fallen. There was not a 
sound. As the dust cleared away they saw 
what made them start back in terror. The 
trunk of his body resting over on the earth, 
his head half buried in the sod and one 
arm completely covered, was Benten Dal- 
las. His other arm was stretched out over 
his head. 

Their Bodies Covered Ur. 

Seeing him the men failed to realize at 
first that the other two men were covered 
up But fiie cry of alarm was sounded. 
They saw their own danger. Sone one 
called that Kilpatrick and Lawson had 
been buried under the avalanche of dirt. 
As fast as they could, the workmen scat- 
tered from the deadly ditch. It was too 
deep for them to climb out. Some ran to 
the other end of the excavation twenty-five 
yards away. Others thinking that the 
rest of the wall would fall ran over the 
writhing body of Dallas, mounted the pile 
under which the other two were incased 
and struggled up to the surface. Foreman 
Langley had rushed to the place. He ar- 
rived in time to see Dallas lift up his head 
and begin to throw his arms about in vain 
efforts to lift himself up. Then he fell 
over again, apparently unconscious. It 
was thought that he was dead. 

The Crowd Gathered Fast, 

Already the crowd had begun to gather. 
It was in a thickly settled locality, and 
the cries of the men brought the people 
from their homes. 

The wall had fallen in for thirty feet, 
but the crack extended some distance fur- 
ther, and seeing the immediate danger 
Foreman Langley called to the men not 
to go down to the rescue until it was made 
safer. Wooden posts were secured as quick- 
ly as possible and lowered to the bottom 
wed the purpose of bracing the uncertain 
side. 

Two negroes jumped down to where Dal- 
las was held and tried to pull him out, 
but he was caught fast from the waist to 
In great pain Dallas was scream- 
ing and praying piteously. 

Mayor King on the Scene, 

Hearing the noise Mayor King, who lives 
near the place, came quickly out and ran 
to the scene. He saw that it was important 
to get Datias out at once. It was a hope- 
less task to rescue the other men, They 
were dead. 
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of the ditch were widened and the picks 
began to fami fabt. 

Gradually tne dirt above the injured man 
began to disappear. But the task was 
hard, as in order not to hurt him a large 
amount of earth had to be removed. 

The Ambulance Arrives. 

In the meantime the ambulance had been 
telephoned for. It arrived just before Dal- 
las was taken out, and medical attention 
was given him at once. He-was placed up- 
on the stretcher, still crying with pain, 
and placed in the ambulance, which was 
driven to the hospital at a rapid gait. 
The men then began to give their attention 
to the dead. Deep they were buried be- 
neath the earth, but their picks were soon 
clearing the dirt away, and in a few mo- 
ments the heat of Kilpatrick was brought 
to view. It was a ghastly sight. The ex- 
cited crowd struggled.to get a glimpse, and 
Officers Jolly and Sewell were kept busy 
pushing the people back. 

Others were digging at the place where 
Lawson was buried. His features, too, 
were soon exposed. His expression told 
of the terrible torture he had suffered. 
By degrees the dirt was loosened and the 
rest of the bodies exposed. Fhe bodies of 
the men wére so limp tHat it was neces- 
Sary to support them with ropes in order 
to dig about them. 

Lawson Out First. 

The body of Lawson was removed first. 
After all the dirt had been removed the 
budy was drawn up to the top with ropes. 
It was 3:30 before the remains of Lawson 
were taken out. 

Kilpatrick, who was at the head of the 
ditch, had been buried deeper and it waa 
half an hour after Lawson was taken out 
before his body could ke exhumed. The 
bodies were put out on the bank and a 
white cloth spread cver them. Afterwards 
they were placed in an undertaker's wagon 
and carried off. 

What Foreman Langley Says. 

“Tt was an awful accident,” said Fore- 
man John Langley. “I had not the faint- 
est idea that there was danger. I would 
have thought it safe enough to lay down 
there and go to sleep. But it is one of 
those things we can’t foresee. 

“It was caused, I think, by this soft 
rock. There was some kind of a break in 
it-which caused it to slip over aS s00Nn as 
the ditch struck it. 

“All of the negroes were gdod workmen. 
Two of them had been with me for a iong 
time and I considered them as steady 
hands as the city had. 

“I had examined the kind of dirt and 
rock we were digging into, and thought it 
was perfectly safe, especially the rock 
which was the only part that fell in. l 
am sure that it was not the passing of 
the street car, as some have said, that 
caused the caving.” 

Mayor King also thought that it was 
the treachery of the rotten rock that 
caused the accident. He remained at the 
place until the bodies were carried off. 

Dallas is still at the hospital. He is se- 
verely injured, but it is not thought fa- 
tally. 


YOUNG DR. ROY’S MISSION. 


He Leaves for Baltimore, Md., To Read 
a Scientific Paper. 

One of the rising young physicians of 
Georgia is Dr. Dunbar Roy. This after- 
noon he leaves the city for Baltimore, Md., 
to attend the annual gathering of the 
American Medical Association. Before this 
body of learned physicians, representing 
the culture and brains of the medical pro- 
fession in America, Dr. Roy will read a 
scientific paper on the ear and throat. No 
young physician in Georgia is more thor- 
oughly competent to handle the subject in 
the presence of veteran specialists than 
Dr. Roy. 

Two weeks ago, before the Georgia State 
Association, Dr. Roy read a paper on ‘‘The 
Proper Care of School Children’s Eyes.”’ 
The paper created much favorable discus- 
sion and the young physician was warmly 
congratulated. The paper, as it was read 
before the association, will be printed and 
a copy furnished to each of the public 
school teachers of the city. . 

Dr. Roy will be absent from the city on 
his mission to Baltimore for about ten 
days, returning by way of New York. At- 
lanta is proud of her young delegate to the 
convention and will eagerly watch his ris- 
ing star. 


JIM PARSONS BROUGHT BACK. 


One of the Murray County Whitecaps 
Caught in Texas. 

One of the ring leaders of the whitecap 
organization in Murray county was brought 
to the city yesterday morning. He had 
been hiding out in Texas ever since the 
killing of Henry Worley last spring. 

The name of the prisoner is Jim Parsons. 
Though bearing a saintly name, the record 
of the moonshiner is redolent with any- 
thing else but religious perfume. He is 
thought to be one of the men who shot 
Worley in his own corn field. 

As soon as the bloody deed was consum- 
mated a number of the whitecappers im- 
plicated in the killing fled to Arkansas and 
Texas. The officers have been in search 
of them for mionths and the country has 
been scoured in every direction, but only a 
few of the refugees have been caught.

New York, May 2,—If there have been 
any doubts existing as to the character of 
the current speculation today’s operations 
at the stock exchange ought certainly to 
dispei them. For days past the chronic 
bears, whenever the upward movement 
lagged, have pegged away at the list, at 
one time using the light earnings of the 
Grangers, and at another the apparent

The Iron Trade. 

Cleveland, O., May 2.—The Iron Trade 
Review Says today: The talk of better 
prices for iron, whatever share of it has 
been realized in actual market transac- 
tions, has brought immediate fruit in de- 
mands for higher wages, with an uneasi- 
ness apparent in other directions that 
promises soon to be heard from.

New York, May 2.—By private wire to 
J. C. Knox, manager: Surprising news 
came from Liverpcol today. Nobody was 
looking for an advance of 4 to 442 points 
on futures there and 1-16 on the spot, but 
that was what occurred. The spot sales 
were 12,000 bales, and Manchester showed a 
little more firmness. All this was due 
partly to unfavorable crop reports sent 
from this side, and partly to a report that 
the trouble between Russia and Japan had 
been averted by a compromise. New Or- 
leans was quite a good buyer here this 
afteraoon, and Europe bought moderately. 
A large house here, which has been promi- 
nently identitied with the bull side, gave 
the market support today on the new crop 
months. [t is claimed that the season 
in Louisiana, Alabama, Georgia and the 
Carolinas is late, but the tureign news had 
more influence today than anything else. 
From many parts of the cotton belt the 
crop advices were favorable. A _ Belton, 
Tex., dispatch said: ‘‘A good season; farm- 
ers well up in work; crop outlook very 
favorable.’’ Good rains were reported in 
Texas. The Bombay statement for the 
week was bearish, showing receipts large- 
ly in excess of those for the same time 
last year. Silver declined 1-16d in London, 
New Orleans was 12 points higher. Here 
prices advanced 19 to 12 points, then re- 
acted and closed steady at a net advance 
of 7 to 9 points, with sales 162,10) bales. 
The Bombay weekly statement shows ree- 
ceipts of 92,000, against 64,000 last year; 
afloat 29,000, against 21,000 last year, and 
shipments of 2,000 to Great Britain, against 
1,0) last year, and 4,300 to the continent, 
against 4,300 last year. In Manchester 
yarns were in fair demand at, full rates 
and cloths in moderate demand. Spot cot- 
ton here was quiet and unchanged, with 
sales of 61 for spinning and 1,561 delivered 
on contract. The southern spot markets 
were generally quiet and unchanged. Nor- 
fork and St. Louis declined 1-16c. New 
Orleans sold 2,000.

ENJOINED THE CITY. 


Property Owners on Pryor Street Ob- 
ject To Paying for the Pavement. 

A temporary restraining order which 
prevents the city from paying for the 
Pryor street paving was granted yester- 
day morning by Judge Lumpkin and the 
petition upon which it was based will be 
heard tomorrow. 

The petitioners are Mrs. 
stein, Mrs. Fairlie Myers, 
Shulhafer, C. C. Nichols, A. J. McBride, 
John Lovette and others. The petition 
alleges that the contract of neither the 
brick company nor the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company has been carried out. 
They allege that notwithstanding the fact 
that the citizens had notified the council 
that $500 or some other large sum had 
been contributed by citizens for a double 
track and girder rails, the city council 
permitted the laying of T rails. 

It further recites that the pavers could 
not lay the bricks properly on account of 
the T rail and that the surface of the 
pavement is, therefore, very uneven. 

These petitioners, who did not join in 
the petition for vitrified brick, question the 
city’s right to move the rubble and claim 
that the city was tendered 65 cents for the 
difference between the rubble stone and 
the vitrified brick. An injunction to pre- 
vent the city from collecting the assess- 
ments is asked for, and it is also prayed 
for that City Clerk Woodward be enjoined 
from issuing executions on fi. fas.

The first off day of the southern associa- 
tion is now a thing of the past, and this 
afternoon the battle will begin again all 
along the line.

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 PIRST AID GIRLS. 


How They Go Into the Country Prepared | 
Te Aid the Tofortanates. 


REMEDIES AND APPLIANCES NEEDED. 


What Should Be Done in Case of 
Breaking of Limbs—Antidotes for 
Poison from Snakes, Etc. 


During the forty dull days of lent, when 
the field of knowledge is harvested and 
gleaned by young women, gathered in 
classes and lectures, somebody ‘naugurated 
- a series of weekly talks on what to do in 
“giving first aid to the injured. The plan 
was so enthusiastically received that many 
flourishing circles in political economy, 
psychic phenomena and other equally fas- 
cinating valueless topics for feminine con- 
sideration were deserted and the physicians 
lectaring on first aid found a surprising 
number of interested young women, eager 
for instruction, 

They all carried neat notebooks for regis- 
tering: knotty points, craned their pretly 
nocks when demoastration lessons in band- 
aging and tying ligatures were given, took 
down a long list of poison antidotes by 
heart and otherwise perfected themselves 
in the art of soothing pain, sustaining life, 
or making a patient ready agajnst the ar- 
rival of a physician. 

Valuable Points for Country Lite. 

The family now starting countryward, 
where a doctor is not always procurable at 
an instant’s notice, need no longer feel 
forebodings if a first aid to tlw injured 
graduate is one of their number. Let any 
accident happen and she is an arm ot 
strength; warranted not to faint at the 
sight of blood and ready just at the right 
moment with the right treatment and rem- 
edy, all applied with a professional pre- 
cision that would inspire any one’s admira- 

. tion, 
Her Paraphernalia. 

Every first aid girl carries about in her 
traveling satchel, or keeps handy on her 
dressing tavle, her own special medicine 
case. It’s’ a fiice leather square, that rolls 
and straps up and holds the following all- 
important materials for her cases: 

Two rolls of prepared bandages. 

An envelope of court plaster. 

A quantity of flexible collodion. 

A flat flask full of the best whisky. , 

A bottle of cold cream, 

A bottle of aromatic spirits of ammonia, 

A bottle of antiseptic gauze, 

A pair of scissors, 

A skein of twine. 

With this paraphernalia and a hasty peep 
into her notebook she is ready, come what 
will in the shape of misadventure by flood 
and field, and her training is apparent in 
the calm, systematic way she sets about 
giving help. 

Aid to the Poisoned. 

When a wail of terror rises from the 
meadow and somebody announces the hor- 
rid information that Cousin Emma or Jacky 
has been bitten by a snake while searching 
for a golf ball in the high grass, she is out 
of the house and across the lawn in an in- 
stant, 

Her whisky flask and a length of string ure 
all she carries to the scene of the disaster, 
and Jacky modifies his roar of fear and 
pain at the astonishing sight of his sister 
putting her tender lips to his wound. If 
she arrives but a few seconds ufter the 
snake has struck, she knows there are good 
chances of drawing the poisoned blood into 
her mouth, where it can do no harm. Tite 
sharp teeth having made a very small 
puncture, she sucks out all the blood she 
can, washes the injured hand Gr foot in 
warm water to increase the bieeding, gives 
the boy a stiff dose of whisky and ties a 
String tightly an inch or two above and 
below the wound against the doctor's arri- 
val with superior treatment. 

If the bite is more severe, by a very pois- 
onous snake, and a number of precious min- 
utes elapse before she can reach him, she 
takes blood from the wound as fast as she 
cain draw it and eject it from her mouth. 
Promptly tightened strings cut off circula- 
tion of the poisoned fluid, and if the poor 
victim, after the first two or three big 
doses of whisky, still shows a tendency to 
fainting and drowsiness, she empties her 
flask down his throat and calls for more 
and more to administer till the doctor ap- 
pears. The action of the heart must he 
Stimulated to counteract the poison’s heavy 
srip, and so long as the patient raves and 
plunges in feverish intoxication the spark 
of life burns. 

Soothing Severe Burns. 

But if, on the other hand, one of the 
children tumble inte a Fourth of July bon- 
fire, or the cook or laundress is badly 
burned about, the stove, she hastens to 
the rescue with her cream and rapidly lays 
a coating of it over the raw flesh. 

She remembered the doctor said not to 

-touch such a hurt with water. Exclude 
air from the skin with any good, unsalted 
grease and a lightly folded linen bandage, 
In cases where cream is not at hand she 
uses sweet oil or lard, and when a physi- 
cian comes the regular dressing and anti- 
Septic washes will be applied. 

Treating Syncope. 

The notebook and steady little brain of 
the first aid graduate are sure to be well 
filled with information on the treatment 
of syncope; to that when the tomboy Mil- 
dred is brought in white and limp from a 
terrible fall from pilfering in a cherry tree, 
she orders her.laid flat on a bed or lounge, 
her head a little below the level of her 
body. When any possible stricture of her 
garments is relieved to allow of free circu- 
lation, she wipes her face with a wet cloth 
and does not force anything down her 
throat. All first aid girls know better than 
to attempt the strangling of an unconscious 
patient by that means. Instgad, she moist- 
ens her lips with whisky, rubs her hands, 
holds smelling salts near her nose, not too 
near, and then with returning consciousness 
gives her a spoonful of brandy. 

If she seems dazed and flighty or very 
sluggish, she knows there has been proba- 
bly: a dangerous blow on the head and 
contrary to the false old notion of rousing 
children so injured, she orders her kept 
quiet, and, is possible, asleep in a darkened 
room, till the stern eye of science can judge 
of her condition. 

For Flesh Wounds. 

The antiseptic gauze and flexible collodion 
are pug to use at the sight of flesh broken 
by blows or cuts. A cut that is only a 
slight wound. she washes and dries, draws 
the lips together with a bit of court plas- 
ter and over it all pastes the wonderful 
collodion that heals like a charm. Where 
there is a big, cruel flesh wound she very 
delicately washes it with clear, tepid wa- 
ter, cuts a big strip of her moist gauze, 
binds it about and then lays over all a iight 
linen bandage. 

When Adventurous Jacky Is Thrown. 

In the case of a carriage or horseback 
accident with severe injuries, the victim, 
with broken limbs and bleeding at mouth 
and nostrils, has cause to congratulate 
him or herself if a first aid girl is at hand. 
Out of a carriage robe or even a woman’s 
riding ekirt, ruthlessly split apart and a 
couple of fence rails, she will make what 
looks like an ambulance litter, then to her 
best to stanch but not stop the hemor- 
rhage. To stop it would be to force the 
blood into the throat and strangle the un- 
fortunate. She loosens clothing, bathes the 
face, wets the lips with a stimulant, arid

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apples, and otherwise proves herself to 
be the very angel of the household that 
nice, clever woman should try to 
embody. Dorcas Minton. 

Hygeniec Cycling Do for Women. 

No less a person than an observant phy- 
Sician offers a word of well-emeant coun- 
sel to feminine cyclists. 

“Every other woman one meets,”’ he 
Says, “‘owns or is saving for the purchase 
of a safety, exercise on which there is 
none better to be found. The wheel takes 
its rider into the open air, where Ameri. 
can women can scarecly spend too much 
time and any one will notice, to their 
honor, how erect these petticoated cyclists 
sit in their saddles, a direct reproach to 
their hump-shouldered brethren. But there 
is another side to this picture. It is begin- 
ners particularly who are tempted to for- 
get the virtue of taking things easily and 
in their excited interest make the first 
mistakes. 

“No woman, however strong or eager to 
learn, should take a cycle lesson over a 
half hour long, and she should stop fre. 
quently in the course of it to rest and pull 
some long breaths. The girl who is not 
very strong and the least bit uncertain as 
to the cause of her weakness will be the 
happier and better for asking a physician's 
advice before putting her foot to the pedal. 
In ninety-nine cases out of a hundred he 
will send her at once to the cycle school. 

“It is the anemie, weak-lunged, nar- 
row-chested, dyspeptic woman to whom the 
bicycle is a very tonic, but she, if having 
no directions from a doctor must follow 
common sense in her practice and if the 
first lesson of a half hour seems to have 
exhausted her strength, should cut it in 
half, taking fifteen minutes twice in one 
day and a cracker and a few spoonfuls of 
sherry when the exercise is over.” 

If possible learn to ride in one of the 
good cycle schools where one learns in 
half the usual time and the instructor 
shows a would-be wheel woman how to use 
her strength on the pedals as to save halt 
the muscular efforts a poorly taught person 
puts forth. 

A great deal has been said as to what 
constitutes the dress graceful and conve- 
nient for cycling, but little as to the dress 
healthful. Now whether a woman choses 
to wear trousers, a short skirt, or a long 
one, let her be sure not to have her stays 
tight, and if she is slender and can afford 
the extra expenditure use a buttoned corded 
waist or a pair of short riding corsets in 
place of the long, heavily-boned stays 0/7 
daily use, There no gain of grace or 
beauty in a small waist tor bicycling, but 
much danger to heart and digestion from a 
tightly laced body when wheeting. 

A woman who rides much in summer 
ought to wear with her loose stays the 
thinnest of wool under vests, Which ab- 
sorbs the moisture of the body, prevents 
one from taking cold, and is the coolest, 
lightest garment for wear under a percale 
shirt Waist. 

“Never when wheeling garter your stock- 
ings with elastic bands above the Knee,” 
Says an experienced cyclist. ‘‘lLse lonz 
elastic hose supporters, fastened to the 
bottom of the corset, and strap under your 
saddle, when setting out for anything like 
a lengthy ride, a little case, holding a vial 
of brandy, a skein of black sewing silk, a 
needle, a wee pair of scissors, a square ot 
court plaster and a small bottle of am- 
monia.”’ 

“Never get on your wheei.” she adds, 
“until a half hour afcrer eating and never 
Wheel steadily for more than thirty minutes 
at a time. Stacken speed and roll along 
slowly for a bit before resuming a smart 
pace. Two hours is the longest regular 
daily exercise even a strong woman should 
take on her safety and she who cycles by a 
doctor’s orders may take an hour every 
other day, prefabiv in the morning, and 
a half hour after breakfast for steady exer- 
cise, drinking a little milk and eating a bis- 
cuit when the work is over. No woman,”’ 
she concludes, “‘who respects her dignity, 
her health and the boon a bicycle is, will 
ever pretend to race of attempt to try that

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REFUSED TO REMIT IT. 


Judge Beck Sent Two Negroes to Jail 
for Contempt of Court. 


‘Immediately after court “was called to or- 

der vesterday morning, Solicitor Hill rose 
and asked Judge Beck to remit the fine 
he had imposed on Colonel W. C. Glenn. 

Judge Beck refused to do so, stating that 
he said at the time that he intended that 
the fines should be collected and that he 
would not now remit either one of them. 

The trial of the Duncan case, continued 
from Wednesday was then begun and the 
examination of the state’s witnesses start- 
ed. The routine of the morning session 
was violently interrupted, however, just 
before adjournment hour, by Judge Beck 
sending two negroes to jail for contempt 
of court. 

It seems that at the reply made by one 
of the witnesses there was quite a lot of 
laughing in the courtroom. The bailiffs 
rapped for the usual quiet and all obeyed 
except two, who seemed possessed of a 
keen sense of humor. These two were im- 
mediately arrested by order of Judge Beck 
and they were sent to jail to remain there 
until the judge should order their release. 
At a late hour last night the sheriff had re- 
ceived no instructions from the judge re- 
garding their further disposal. 

In the Duncan case, which has virtually 
been a side issue, as f%r as interest is 
concerned up to date, the defendant has 
begun the introduction of witnesses to 
prove an alibi. There will be probably 
fifty or sixty witnesses on this line.

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THE BENEFITS OF! T. 


Mr. Martin Points Out the Objects of 
the Manufacturers’ Association. 


The strength of the movement now afoot 
in Georgia to organize a state manufact- 
urers’ association clearly indicates a pro- 
gressive spirit and a determination on the 
part of the manufacturers to stand shoul- 
der to shoulder and do vigorous battle for 
their common interests. Besides this, it 
indicates that manufacturing has become 
a considerable interest in the state. Twenty 
years ago the manufacturers of Georgia 
could have assembled in a hall bedroom. 
Today they number a thousand substantial 
citizens. 

Twenty years ago Georgia’s total manu- 
factured. output was less than $11,000,000. 
Ten years ago it was $39,000,000, and today 
it has reached a magnificent total of $73,- 
000,000. An analysis of this rapid progress 
is interesting. One of the most important 
features of the progress is an evident ten- 
dency to concentrate; small shops and fac- 
tories have given place to a more economic 
system of manufacturing. The plantation 
blacksmith and machine shop have been 
done away with, and our agricultural im- 
plements and tools are made in factories 
under the direction of experienced men. 
The small saw mill has7~ given place to 
mammoth plants that employ hundreds of 
men and turn out lumber at a fraction of 
its former cost. Our cotton factories have 
been enlarged to a degree that employs 
every machine to the best possible advant- 
age. The executive force formerly . em- 
ployed to operate a mill of 5,000 spindles 
now does a like duty for mills of 30,000 
spindles. 

Some figures on this point will prove the 
extent of this change in policy. Ten years 
ago there were twenty-three makers of 
agricultural implements in Georgia. They 
employed 290 men, and their annual output 
was valued at $550,000. Today we have 
only thirteen makers of agricultural imple- 
ments, but they employ 750 men and the 
output is valued at $1,300,000. The brick 
and tile makers numbered seventy in 1880. 
They employed 1,200 men, and their pro- 
duct was: valued at $890,000. There are 
fifty-eight brick and tile makers operating 
in. the state foday. They employ 2,540 men 
and turn out a product valued at $1,500,009. 
The lumber interests show a greater per- 
centage of change than any other industry. 
In 1885 there were 675 saw mills and lum- 
ber working industries in the state. Three 
thousand five hundred men were employed 
and the annual output was valued at %,- 
300, 0008, The lumber industries ‘operating 
in the state today number 470, but they em- 
ploy 9,200 men and turn out a product worth 
$11,000, 000, While the number of cotton 
mills in the state has increased but 20 per 
cent, the number of employes has been 
doubled, and the product has been more 
than doubled. 

This tremendous development has been 
accomplished with so little bluster that the 
above figures will surprise many of our 
people, but an investigation of some of the 
mills and factories now operating in the 
state woul surprise them even more. 
Georgia has some of the most complete 
and extensive manufacturing’ establish- 
ments in the United States. This is true of a 
knitting mill operating in Macon. It is the 
most complete plant of its kind in the 
United States. is turning out underwear 
and hosiery by the thousand dozen daily, 
and few people in the state know of its 
existence, The same thing true of a 
twine factory near Covington. It is. making 
more and better twine of every character 
than any factory in the country. Car loads 
of- twine made by this Georgia mill are ship- 
ped to the far west, to the northern mar- 
kets, and to Canada. Wholesale houses in 
New York, St. Louis and Cincinnati are 
constantly sending orders to this factory 
for goods to be shipped to Georgia towns, 
We have five machine shops in Georgia 
making the ponderous machinery for ice 
factories, and the quantity and quality 
of furniture made by Georgia factories 
would absolutely astound the investigator. 
The manufacture of commercial fertilizers 
in Georgia is an industry that has grown 
from nothing "twenty years ago to a 
present output worth $6,500,000. Besides these 
industries, Georgia competes 
With northern makers for southern trade 
in wagons, harness, coffins, tinware, soap, 
crackers, paint, paper, shoes, clothing and 
trunks. 

Though we have made all this progress, 
we are yet sending out of Georgia, as raw 
material, an annual valuation of $90,000,000, 
and as the development of our resources 
continues, shipments of raw material must 
greatly increase. The value of raw ma- 
terial doubles by manufacture, so it can 
readily be undertsood that Georgia con- 
tributes a tremendous sum to the support 
of factories that should be located within 
her borders. 

With all our progress there still remains 
a tremendous field for improvement, The 
secret of a perfect development for Georgia 
is an open one. When our hardware stores 
are selling southern made tools and hard- 
ware, and our dry goods stores are selling 
southern made cotton and woolen goods— 
not sheeting and shirting, but the higher 
grades that we are now buying from a 
distance—and when our furniture stores 
handle nothing but southern made furni- 
ture, and, more than this, when our plan- 
tation supplies are, produced here in the 
south, then, and not until then, will we 
be a redlly prosperous people, Here, then, 
is the work to which our energetic support 
should be given. 

The superior importance of agriculture 
is a doctrine that has been taught persist- 
ently and effectively. Primarily the doce 
trine is correct. Agriculture must, of 
necessity, be the fundamental industry of 
a country, but-agriculture can claim the 
right of way only until the land preduces 
a sufficient fruitage to satisfy the food 
demands of its tillers. Beyond this othér 
industries are coequal with husbandary. 
When agriculture is producing a surplus 
conditions demand the development of an- 
other indugtry—manufacturing. 

This .is a logical analysis of the southern 
situation. We have a surplus agricultural 
product and we market it as raw material. 
If we could market this surplus in a 
manufactured form the south would de- 
rive two important benefits: The needs of 
thousands of mechanics and operatives 
would build up.our home markets, and the 
sale of our surplus would retain for the 
south the manufacturers’ profit that now 
goes into the foreigner’s pocket. For these 
reasons manufacturing is today the south’s 
superior interest, and its importance will 
remain superior until the ‘shipment of 
raw material from the south has ceased 
entirely. 

Unfortunately for the south, our people 
turn, with too willing ears, to the teach- 
ings of politicians. A great majority of 
our voters are engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits, and so long as this condition exists 
we may expect to hear the political dema- 
gogzue cry out against the enactment of 
laws that are framed in the interests of 
any other industry than farming. The 
manufacturer fully appreciates the worth 
of prosperous agriculture and he has no 
desire to depreciate its value. He con- 
cedes that a country cannot be permanent- 
ly successful unless its institutions are 
based upon a successful agriculture. The 
claim that he so strenuousiy objects to is 
the constant and sweeping assertion that 
all other interests should serve the agrie 
cultural god. Successful agriculture and 
successful manufacture go hand in hand. 
Sach is lependent upon the other. Agri- 
culture cannot be successful without a 
home market, and what better market 
could be created than the support of the 
men that successful manufacture would 
locate in our midst? 

It is to undertake the important work of 
promoting the growth and success of 
manufacturing in Georgia” that the state 
association of manufacturers is being or- 
ganized. Just what the association will 
consider its first and most important du- 
ties cannot, of course, be determined in 
advance, although many valuable sugges-

| tions have been made. Among other things 


it has been suggested that the association 
establish a bureau for the collection and 
distribution of reliable statistics and 
special information regarding the success 
and possibilities of manufacturing in the 
different lines. -Other manufacturers have 
suggested that the association should con- 
centrate its influence upon the adjust- 
ment of freight rates, insurance rates and 
labor laws. 

Two very important

chamber of commerce meeting several 
days ago. One was that the manufac- 
turers’ association should publish, in con- 
nection with the reports of its annual 
conventions, a directory of Georgia manu- 
factured products. This directory would 
be so arranged that the buyer could readi- 
ly locate the makers of what he desired to 
purchase and secure full information as to 
quality, variety and price. This could he 
done by giving the different lines of manu- 
facture different locations in the directory 
and classifying and indexing them for 
ready reference. Thus makers of cotton 
be located together and sub- 
to the class of goods 
made. In the same way the makers of 
machinery adn tools, castings, wagons, 
buggies, harness, clothing, shoes, pcints, 
fertilizers, flour, crackers, soap, condi- 
ments, brick, tile, furniture and the vari- 
ous lumber interests would be so classified 
that buyers could refer immediately to 
the makers of any character of article or 
material they desired to purchase. Mem- 
bers of the association would distribute 
these directories to southern and aorthern 
buyers. The result would unquestionably 
be of important and lasting benelit to our 
manufacturers. 

Major Hanson's other suggestion 
that the manufacturers’ c¢ssociation make 
an exhibit at the Cotton States anU Inter- 
national exposition. [Imagine a _ building 
containing a comprehensive display of 
Georgia’s varied manufactured product. 
The effect would be marveitous. If the as- 
sociation adopts this suggestion and carries 
out the idea upon a liberal plan in ime- 
petus would be given to Georgia manu- 
facturing that could not be accomplished 
in years by any other method. 
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A STRANGE 


Was That Just Closed of Gertrade 
Stock Douglas. 
From The New York Press. 

Lady Gertrude Stock, nun, novelist, mar- 
quis’s daughter and baker's wife, has 
cently closed, in the shelter of a convent, 
a life of strange experiment. Had 
possessed something more than the 
modest literary capacity that in fact 
hers, and had her own personality 
beem more salient and interesting, her 
story would have been one of the prin- 
cipal romances of the modern social world. 

Lady Gertrude Douglas entered early 
upon her secruded life in a convent 
the Good Shepherd. She spent many years 
there, not as a novice, but as a ‘‘professed” 
nun, bound by all the vows. From these 
she was authoritatively and officially re- 
leased, hers being one of the very few 
cases in which such dispensation is given, 
or, indeed, desired. 

Lady Gertrude wrote 
novels, but. a few years after her return 
to the world she joined her brother, Rev. 
Lord Archibald Douglas, in his work at a 
Catholic orphanage in Harrow Road, Lon- 
don. 

She did her work there simply and come- 
pletely, and brother and sister alike made 
themselves the servants of the little waifs 
and strays they sheltered. To the orphan- 
age was attached a bakery for the partial 
self-support of the charity and the techni- 
teaching of the boys. 

During ‘Lord Archiball’s 
Canada, whither he had traveled in 
charge of some of his orphans, his sister 
took a step of which he had no warning— 
sne married the baker. With her baker 
husband she then set up a little shop 
near Brook Green, with small success. 
Very recently Lady Gertude Stock wrote 
a novel, of which a baker -was the hero. 

All that Lady Gertrude did she ‘did on 
very deliberate principle. The union of 
classes was her aim and desire. A Woman 
of family transplanting herself might set, 
thought, an example which would be 
followed.- But the event had no conse- 
quences, no results that went beyond the 
two persons and two lives put to severe 
proof. 
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The South and Silver. 
From The New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

But while a vast majority of the Ameri- 
can people would thus be gainer by the 
substitution of a gold and silver currency 
for the capitalists’ gold monometallism 
which is impoverishing everybody but the 
Capitalists, we here in the southern tier 
of states, and. above all, we here in New 
Orleans, would be gainers in an especial 
degree by the elevation of silver to the 
rank of money on a parity with gold. Mexi- 
co and the states of Central and South 
America are most of them silver countries; 
and they feel it an awful imposition, as it is 
undoubtedly a great burden, on them, to 
have to make up the difference between 
depreciated silver and appreciated gold in 
all of their commercial transactions with 
gold monometallic countries. If they could 
find only a great manufacturing country in 
which silver, their especial money, was in 
current, legitimate use as well as gold, 
they would save the difference between 
their money and the other country’s money 
which they are now compelled to make up 
in commodities of some sort, silver or oth- 
er, and they would be gainers exactly to 
that extent. 

At present, of course, Mexico and the 
Other silver countries to the southward 
cannot turn to any one great manufactur- 
ing country more than another for trading 
on equal terms, as the great manufacturing 
countries will have none of Mexico’s and 
the other silver countries’ money, save at 
a big discount. But supposing that the 
United States were to adopt a bimetallic 
system in which silver ws to rank as 
money with gold, at a certain ratio, is it 
not easily seen that the silver countries 
to the southward would do business with 
this country in preference to other coun- 
tries, because they would not be charged 
by us for the full difference between their 
silver money and our gold money, as ours 
would be a silver currency then as well as 
theirs? They would get a better value 
then for their goods from us than they are 
now getting whether from us or from any 
other nation; and the goldite nations of 
Europe might then ‘‘whistle for’’ any por- 
tion of these silver countries’ trade. 

That trade, if we recognized silver as 
money, would come entirely to the United 
States, and, while it would; of course, 
swell the business of the entire country, 
it would be more particularly to the. en- 
richment of these southern states which are 
nearest to it. And above all it would profit 
New Orleans, which from its geographical 
position and its transportation facilities 
would naturally become the great empo- 
rium of unrestricted and multiplied com- 
merce Detween north and south.

RELICS 


A Priest Applied Part of a Cross with 
Curious Effect.

“Through His stripes we are healed,’’ 
reads the scriptural assurance, and almost 
literal verification of this seems to ‘have 
been given by a series of extraordinary 
events whose stage of action has alter- 
nated between Newark and Jersey City of 
late. At No. 219 Warren _ street, in the 
former ‘city, resides the Rev. Dr. Me- 
Donald, a Catholic priest, at present unat- 
tached to any church, and in whose pos- 
session | are remarkable sacred relics, 
through/ which wondrous cures are said to 
have been wrought. These relics consist 
chiefly fof what {s alleged to be a small 
fragmemt of the cross on which Christ was 
crucifidd, and a piece of the tunic of the 
VirgintMary. They are inclosed ina silver 
crucifig, the back of which has several 
small ®penings, covered with crysta!s, and 
throu which the relics can be seen. 


Fathed McDonald obtained them while a 


at No. 45 Woodward street. 
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student at Rome and has a certificate at- 
testing to their genuineness. 

The first incident to attract the attentior 
of the neighborhood to the priest occurred 
about three weeks ago. A policeman at 
the corner of Warren and Court streets 
Was accosted by a man on crutches, who 
requested tio be directed to Father Mc- 
Donald’s house. The man said he had been 
disabled for sometime by a weakness of 
the knees, and that he had heard sufficient 
of the curative powers of Father McDon- 
ald’s relics to determine him to test them. 
Tne priest, he added, was formerly situated 
in Jersey City, where he himself resided, 
The man said 
his name was Jiohn Cosgrove. 

After supplying the information asked for 
the policeman, true to a trait most com- 
mon to his kind, lingered about the corner 
by one device and another, more than half 
curious tio ascertain the outcome of the 
Jerseyman’s errand. After more than an 
hour’s waiting he had become about ready 
To abandon the vigil when suddenly from 
the direction of the clergyman’s house 
Cosgrove came into sight. He was swing- 
ing his crutches in his hand, as one often 
carries an umbrella, and tramped sturdily 
along, to all appearances utterly independ- 
ent of them. The. policeman rubbed his 
eyes and gasped. Then he bore down on 
Cosgrove, whose face was fairly alight 
with joy. 

“I’m cured!” he exclaimed, ‘‘though it 
don’t seem as though it could be true. I 
can walk,- though. I feel as if I had my 
old strength back, and, thanks to God, I 
haven't a particle of pain about me.” 

Tears stood in Cosgrovés eyes as he 
spoke. The policeman was dumfounded, 
and since his repetition of the occurrence 
the vicinity has been almost alive with 
gossip relative to Father McDonald and 
the cures. Several persons, it is said, have 
found relief from ailments as Cosgrove did, 
though those cases, with but one or two 
exceptions, have been much less remarka- 
ble in nature. 

One of these exceptions is that of Ellen 
Donnelly, of No. 162 Norfolk street, New- 
ark, and the other that of Patrick Downey, 
wh'o lives at No. 164 Norfolk street, also. 
Miss Donnelly received the restoration of 
ine use of her left hand, which had been 
lame for years, while Mr. Downey was 
cured of rheumatism. 

“I was so badly afflicted with this dis- 
ease,’ he said, ‘‘as to be unable to work for 
two years. A friend called my attention 
to Father McDonald and ina spirit of sheer 
desperation I paid -a visit to the priest. On 
Starting out I did in an almost thor- 
oughly hopeless spirit, but as I neared the 
reverend father’s house a different feeling, 
one difficult to describe, but as though 
some friend had been walking with me and 
constantly cheering me by his presence 
and words, succeeded to this. The feeling 
increased as I entered the priest’s house, 
and as | knelt in prayer before the relics 
spiritual sensations such as I had never 
before known passed through me. I seemed 
to feel better at once, and my improve- 
ment was constant after that. Of course, I 
ascribe this to the relic; in fact, to wha 
could it be laid?” 

Father McwWonald, when was in- 
clined to be quite reticent on. the subject. 

“There is no question as to the genuine- 
ness of the relics,’’ he said, “though as to 
what miraculous attributes they possess 
events themsejves must testify. Many per- 
sons come to me and after prayer and an 
application of the relics, express the belief 
that they are cured. Whether they are 
right about this I cannot say, but the be- 
lief in itself cannot be disadvantageous to 
their malady and, therefore, it is not wrong 
to assume that good effects have resulted 
from their short pilgrimage.’’

SWAMP AIR AND SWAMP WATER. 


Ag Interesting Discussion by a Well- 
Known Authority on Water. 

Editor Constitution—In Mr. PRP. J. Mo- 
ran’s excellent letter on “Swamp Drainage 
in Southwestern Georgia,’’ I find the fol- 
lowing reference to myself: 

“ ‘T have given the artesian well a thor- 
ough test,’ suid Senator Mercer, ‘and while 
I coincide that pure water has greatly de- 
creased the mortality that prevailed during 
the sufface water period, yet the malaria 
continues its ravages to a degree that it is 
to the interest of the state to stop. In 
my house [ have availed myself of artesian 
water, and every other device, but appar- 
ently to little purpose. The malaria must 
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the state increased taxation; is the mate- 
vial argument.’ ”’ TAS a 

If Senator Mercer had read the exhaus- 
tive testimony furnished by The Charles- 


. ton News and Courier, in many recent is- 


sues, he would see that his malarial theory 
has been virtually annihilated. The oppo- 
rents of my theory were literally and ab- 
solutely silenced by practical men who 
epoke from personal experience. The ex- 
ceptions are so few that they amount to 
rothing when their cases are individually 
examined. Does Serator Mercer imean to 
say that he and his family have drank ar- 
tesian water exclusively? Have they not 
visited places where surface well water, 
impure milk or contaminated natural ice 
has been consumed by them? 

It is well known that in many parts of 
southwestern Georgia the old surface well 
is still in vogue, and performs its deadly 
work despite the fact that artesian water 
could be easily procured at a comparatively 
small cost. 

The New York Sun of last Sunday con- 
tained a specific account of how no less 
than 120 persons in a small town contracted 
typhoid fever by drinking milk from ves- 
sels that had been simply washed with pol- 
luted water. 

l advise Senator Mercer to procure the 
report of the North Carolina board of 
health, which will enlighten him on this 
subject. I may add that since the introduc- 
tion of pure water into Rome, Italy, the 
air of the Campagna is no ionger fcared 
as a fever-breeder, and, further that the 
atmosphere of that historically dreaded 
Swamp has been biologically examined and 
not a.trace of poison discovered in it. 

It would be easy to retort upon Senator 
Mercer's gibe at me about “war poetry,” 
but I will not yield to the temptation. It 
will suffice to state, in conclusion, that I 
am quite content with the vast benefits 
that have resulted from my agitation of 
the subject, and to tfust that his drainage 
scheme may be equally beneficial to man- 
kind as well as to the -ndividual interested 
in it. Luckily, the scientists have, partly 
at my invitation, undertaken to settle the 
malaqua theory. One of the most eminent 
and cultivated of analytic chemists, Dr. 
Bachman, of this city, has nearly com- 
pleted, I understand, a most thorough and 
expensive scrutiny of the whole subject 
and will presently report upon it scientifical- 
ly and expertly. His statements, demon- 
Strations and proots are apt to be of such 
a character as to convince even Senator 
Mercer that the so-called malarial poison 
does not enter the human system through 
the atmosphere, but through fluids, the 
chief cuiprit being water.

A Movement To Stop the Hines Notes 
May Be Made. 


CHAIRMAN COLLIER HAS HEARD OF IT 


The City Was Enjoined Yesterday in the 
Pavement Matter—A Tender 
of 65 Cents Made. 


There is every indication that before the 
notes on the Hines property, which was 
purchased several years ago by the county 
commissioners, fall due, there will be an 
injunction taken out by certain parties to 
prevent the payment of them. 

The affair is the outgrowth of the fight 
made by County Commissioner Forrest 
Adair, who was instrumentakin having the 
purchase of the Hope property revoked. 

Chairman C. A. Collier admitted that he 
had heard that such a movement was con- 
templated, but stated that he did not know 
who could be contemplating it. He was in- 
clined to believe that there would be no 
objection on his part toward revoking the 
purchase if a movement was made to have 
it done. 

Commissioner Spalding stated that he had 
heard that a firm of attorneys had been 
employed to file an injunction, but did rot 
remember who had told him. He said that 
he was not inclined to give credence to the 
rumor and was therefore reluctant regard- 
ing a discussion of the situation. 

The attorneys mentioned in «connection 
With the injunction against the county are 
Judge John L. Hopkins and Mr. Charles 
Hopkins, who compose the firm of ilop- 
Kins & Son. Judge Hopkins was asked if 
he had been employed to prosecute such a 
legal movement, and replied that he had 
not, nor had his firm. 

Two commissioners—now ex-commission- 
ers—Who opposed the revoking of the Hope 
property purchase, were C. W. Hunnicutt 
and Dr. J. W. Nelms. These gentlemen 
were seen and both stated that they knew 
nothing of a proposed injunction againet 
the county and did not know whether al y- 
one had employed Hopkins & Son to carry 
the injunction into court. 

It is a fact that County Attorney Rosser 
was asked for a copy of his decision in the 
matter of the Hope property purchase, ard 
that this request was made by tlopkins & 
Son. It is understood that Hopkins & Son 
also secured a copy of ex-County Attorney 
Thomson's decision. This may have given 
foundation to the rumor regarding the in- 

Sjunction. However that may be, the story 
is an interesting one. 

How It Began with the Hope Farm. 

When Mr. Forrest Adair, the well-known 
young real estate man, was elected county 
commissioner and began his official duties, 
he went to work with an eye to correcting 
anytning that looked in the least irregular 
or that did not come under a strict legal 
interpretation of the rights delegated to 
the board. 

In his investigations -he ran across the 
sale of the Hope farm to the county, and 
thought the price paid for it was too 
high. He also concluded, after investi- 
gating the law, that it was not a legal 
purchase. He brought the matter up for 
the consideration of the board, and County 
Attorney Rosser was asked tor an opinion 
on the subject. 

The report of the county attorney was 
to the effect tnat the county had no right 
to buy the real estate on credit, although 
it could purchase any property and pay 
Cash for it. At the meeting of the board 
there were a number of lively talks, . Ex- 
Commissioners Hunnicutt and Nelms were 
present and made very warm talks, in 
which it was a genuine case of ‘spades’ 
all the way through. 

The result was that the Hope purchase 
Was revoked. 

The Hines Purchase Attacked. 

A movement then originated with the 
board for an investigation of the Hines 
property purchase. This was found to 
be all right, or at least Satisfactory to a 
majority of the board. 

The Hines property is a strip of land to 
the west of the courthouse and if an ad- 
dition to the courthouse is needed at any 
time would prove most valuable. The 
price paid was $32,000 and four notes of 
$8,000 each were given. Last year the 
note then falling due was renewed and it 
falls due in August along with another for 
the same amount. 

What Chairman Collier Says, 

‘“T heard something about an injunction,”’ 
said Chairman Collier, “though I don't 
know what's in it. The county will re- 
voke the purchase ver, Wiilingly if the 
courts decide that the purchase is illegal.” 

Commissioner Thompson also stated that 
he knew nothing of an injunction being 
desired. 


PINNED TO THE EARTH 


Under the Gurgling Water ofa Creek 
in Butts County. 
Information has been received by Colonel 
W. H. Chapman, the internal revenue 
agent, concerning the murder of an old 
negro man in Butts county, and the. indi- 
cations point to a well-organized whitecap 

band in that section. 

The discovery of the murder brings to 
light one. of the foulest crimes ever com- 
mitted. 

Dewn in the bottom of a creek, sur- 
rounded by the solitude of a deep forest 
that seemed to invest the locality with an 
atmosphere of profound mystery, the body 
of the old negro was found. Under the 
gurgling water he was fastened to the 
earth by sapling stakes that were driven 
into his body. ‘Whoever committed the 
murder thought to conceal the crime by 
hiding the evidence of the foul deed in-this 
wild and unfrequented spot, but the atro- 
cious effort at concealment failed. 

The body had evidently been at the bot- 
tom of the creek several days when the 
frightful discovery was made. 

The name of the old negro man is Tom 
Brownlee. He has frequently appeared 
before the grand jury as a witness against 
blockade distillers in that section, and 
was known to be a dangerous man to the 
moonshiners. He was a good-natured, 
old-time negro, and the revenue officers at 
the custom house all speak well of him. 
The circumstances of his death admit of

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no other solution but that of murder by 
the whitecaps. 

A letter giving the circumstances of the 
discovery was received by Colonel Chap- 
man yesterday, 

Acting upon the information conveyed 
in the letter Colonel Chapman wrote to 
the authorities in Washington yesterday 
afternoon for instruction. 

On account of the pendency of Colonel 
Glenn’s motion before the supreme court 
of the United States, in which he contends 
that the government has no jurisdiction 
to punish whitecap Offenses, even when 
directed against revenue officers, the em- 
barrassment of the situation is rather 
awkward. The decision of the supreme 
court with reference to the government's 
jurisdiction will likely be rendered on next 
Monday, and this will clear the doubt 
that now obscures the proposition. 

Colonel Chapman is strongly of the opin- 
ion that the government has. the right to 
protect the revenue informer against the 
whitecaps, and says that if such is not 
the case the government fails in the diss 
charge of its duty to a class of men wha 
imperil their lives to aid in the collection 
of the revenue. 

Colonel Chapman will no doubt receive 
prompt instruction to investigate the kill. 
ing of the old negro man and to unearth 
every stone in Butts county that is likely 
to solve the mystery or throw any light 


on the situation.
